The Surprize of the Ita/;an was yer greater,

He added, That he had always a Lamp Day and 
Night burning in his Chamber;zhad but few-Mo- 
yeables, only ſome Books, a ſmall Tome of Sr. 
Auſtin, Tacitus, and the A'coran, with the Picture 
of Maſſaniellowhom he praiſed very much, calling 
him the Meſes of Naples. He ſaid further, 'Thar 
this Strangers greateſt Friend, and whom hefaw 
often, was a Man which moſt People rook for.a 
Saint, ſome for a Few, and others ſuſpected ro be 
a Turk, According to the Landlord's Reporr, he 
came t0 Pars in the Year 1637, being then bur 
Twenty. Eight Years of Age. Ar-firit he had 
lodged with a Flemming ; he went. oft ro Court;

Theſe Letters contain the moſt conſiderable 
Intrigues of the "Cort of France, and the moſt 
remarkable Tranſactions of Chriſtendom, which 
have been ſent to ſeveral Officers of rhe Oz#0- 
man Court.

The Genoeſes with him are. petfeSE Cly- 
miſts. He ſpeaks of the lait Plague, and lat 
War, thar this Commonwea!r! hath been at#icted 
with ; he ronches ſomerhing of theare Con- 
ſpiracy againlt this State by Raggi and Torne 3 
and to ſhew, thar he underitood their Hiſtory ; 
he fays ſomewhar of Vac;zers and Bal.

He gives rare Leffons when he writes of the 
Revolutions of Catalonzn, the Kingdoms of N.z- 
ples, Portugal and England, which happened in ' 
our Days ; with ſtrange Circumttanccs, terrible 
Murders, and the Dearth of a Potent King, Mar- 
tyrd by his own Subjects upon a Scaflold, before 
his own Door. | 

He weighs much the Duke of Guiſe's hardy 
Reſolurion of going to Naples , ro {uccour the 
Revolted there ; and he reaſons nor as a Bar- 
barian, bur like an able Starcs-man, and wiſe 
Philoſopher , on the Riſe and Ruin of Srares. 
He always diſcourſes with Liberty, and what 
he ſays, 1s filled with ſolid and agreeable 
Thoughts. He ſpeaks fomerimes of the Cruel- 
try and Tyranny of the Turks, of the Violence 
of the Minilters of the Port, and upon rhe pre- 
cipitared Death which many of the Sultans, 
Baſha's, and Vizirs are forced to ſuiler.

And 
becauſe I will have no Enemy near me, I will 
therefore admit of no Servant. 

Being of low Stacure, of an il}-favoured Counte- 
nance, ill ſhap'd, and by Nature not given to Talka- 
tiveneis, I ſhall the better conceal my ſelf, Inftead 
of my Name, Mahmut the Arabian, 1 have taken on 
me, that of Ti the Afoldawian; and, with a little 
Caſſock of black Serge, which is the Habit I have 
choſen, I make two Figures ; being in Heart what 
I ought to be; but Outwardly, and in Appearance, 
what I never mtend, 

Carcoa at Fienna, furniſhes me with Bread and 
Water, ſupplying me with juſt enough to Live, 
and I defire no-more. The Eggs here, aredearer 
than Pullets with you. Ir is to him that I will ad- 
dreſs my Letters. | 

Eliachim the Few came to ſee me, who ſeems to 
be ſufficiently informed of what paſſes in the 
World, and will be an uſeful Man to me : Yet [ 
will never truſt him more than I need. Although 
I have a Diſpenſation from the Mufti for Lying, 
and falſe Oaths, which I ſhall be obliged to make ; 
yet, I have ſtill, ſome Qualms or. my Mind, Hows 
ever, our Sovereign muſt be ſerved ; and, I can 
commit no $in, as long as this is my ſale End. As 
for the Intelligence which I fhall ſend, none fhall 
come from me but what is true, unleſs I be firſt 
deceived my ſelf. 

It will be hard for me to mention any Thing 
conſiderable of a City which is not to be viewed in 
One day, | having heen there but Seven, ?Tis 
peopled like the Borders of the Sza with Sand, the 
Inhabitants lodging to the very Cock-lofts ; and 
Houſes are built on the Bridges, | | 
This : 
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This great City is divided by a River, and both 
Parts of it are joined by a great Bridge of Stone, 
well built and very flately, In the Midft of it is 
ſeen, an Horſe of Braſs, with the Statue of Heary 
IV. which beſtrides it ; whoſe Heroick AGions 
bave juftly ſurnamed him The Great, and he ſeems 
ſtill to command this Capital of the Kingdom. 
The other Bridges being full of Houſes, are not 
ſeen, appearing as if they had been made for the 
City, not the River. 

The King's Palace isan ancient Building, yet re- 
tains a certain Majeſty, which denotes the Gran*= 
deur of its Mafter : Within it appears a Deſart ; 
for, the Court is always abroad, or in the Army. 

A Church-man, term'd at Rome a Cardinal, is 
the Principal Minifter of State; his Name is Ar- 
mand du Pleſus, Cardinal of Richlieu, He is efteem'd 
a great Politician, a Man of Wit and Attion, and 
every way fitted for the Place he holds. 

All the People make Vows to Heaven, That 
. their King may become a Father ; for, the Queen 
has been barren theſe many Years. 

I go into the Churches, as a Chriftian; and 
when I feem attentive to their Myſteries, I hold 
our ſacred 4lcoran in my Hands, addreſing my 
Prayers to our #oly Prophet ; and thus beha- 
ving my ſelf, Tgive no Offence.

| not ſutficiently confider to whom I wrote, when I 
attempted, in.ſot tti-a time, to give thee an Ac» 
count of the Court of France, and how this King 
lives. An old Arabian was wont to ſay, To have &4 
perie Knowledge of Things, we muſt know them more 
than Once, and forget them Thrice,to the end,that learn- 
ing them a Fourihtime, 1hey may become perfeUy our 
own. This will inftrut me how to write to my 
Friends hereafter; not as underſtand Aﬀairs, but 
as they ought'to be underfiood: For,once well done, 
is better than twice il] done. | 

I think I may ſay, the Spaniards .want Ground 
themſelves, by taking an handful from others. 
T wo and Twenty of their Galleys, with ſome other 
ſmall Veſſels, have taken two ſmall Iſlands named | 
St. Margaret's and St. #anorat's, which lie over a- 
gainſt Provence, and are barren an+$ unprofitable 
Places, and will ſerve to little purpofe, unleſs for 
Ports; and 'tis alſo a queſtion, how long they will 
hold them. 

The War betwixt thefe Two Nations is like to 
continue, eſpecially from the Death of the two lta- 
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lian Princes, Yitor Amade, Duke of Savoy, and 
Charles Gorague, Duke of Manuz, 

[ believe it an Effet of Providence, that thlieſe 
Two Nations know not their own Intereft,or know- 
ing it negle& it. Heaven is more kind to us; for, 
as our Empire tranſcends all others in Strength and 
Greatneſs, ſo it does in Unity and Concord, by 
which means 'tis in our power to make War or live 
in Peace, The Chriſtians never conſider the Ad- 
yant2ge they loſe, and the Good they may acquire 
by attacking of us, whom they yet hate and treat 
as Barbarians, 

The Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, is at preſent General 
of the French Naval Forces; who though a Prieſt, 
3s yet permitted to turn Tarpaulin and Soldier: For 
my part, I underſtand not how a Prelate of his 
Rank can forſake his Flock, his Altar and his Fun- 
Qion. 1f what the Chriftians ſay be true, but that 
1s nothing tous 5 and the King of France being ſo 
enlightned a Prince, and imploying him, as he 
does, he muſt needs be a good Seaman and Soldier. 

To ſay no more in this Matter, For Princes 'of 
what Religion ſoever they be, are always ſacred, and 
not 10 be approached but with Reſpet, ſeeing their Do-

The Men for the moſt part are 
for Martial Exploits, either at Sea or Land; and 
as fo the Women, they are not idle, employing 
themſelves as becomes them, either in the Shops 
or Kitchins. Yet they take more care to ſhew 
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themfelves, than ours do to hide themſelves. Do 
thou be carefal of thy Health, for I ſhall never be 
Miſerable having thee to my Friend,

Have been at a Ceremony which I am willing to 
ſee often, to give an Account of it in my Let- 
ters; 'tis th2 Te Deum, which Chriſtian Princes 
canſe to be ſung in their Churches, on the gain- 
ng any confiderable Advantage over their Ene- 
mies ; which Te Deum is an Hymn compoſed by two | 
of their Saints, to wit, Ambroſe and Auſtin. When 
the French beat the Spaniards they ſing the Te 
Deum, and when theſe vanquiſh their Enemies they 
do the fame, Theſe "Two. Nations do the Duty 
of the Muſulmans, in deſtroying one another ; and 
when this is done, they give God Thanks for the 
Evil they have committed. Whence we may judge 
of the Wiſdom and Piety of the Mahomerans, a- 
mong it whom there's ſeldom ſeen an open War ; 
and, if it ſhould happen, 'tis generally Condemned. 
Fhe Rejoicing of the French proceeds hence ; 
the Spanzards had beſteged Zeurate, a ſmall Penin- 
fula in Languedoc, which is but four Leagues round, 
with Two Ports, where a few Galleys, and Four 
imall Velicls may Anchor in ſafety. The Place was 
#tt2ck?d by the Spaniards with much Heat, but 
was aiterwards given over with as great Loſs. 
The Afeilagrs being obliged to make a Retreat, 
| not 
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not unlike a ſhameful Flight ; quitted their Bag» 
gage, their \rmsand all their other Provition, 

Count Serbelſon offered at firſt to Barris, who 
commanded the Place, a great Sum of Money, 
which was to be attended with a conftant Fenfion ; 
which refuſed, they were necelntated to betake 
themſelves to Force, by which, in ſhort, the Spa- 
niards were entirely defeated, Servellon withdrew 
towards Perpignan, with the Duke of C:rdonn's Son, 
who was Viceroy of Catalonia, He loſt all his 
Tents, his Plate, and the Money deſizned for Pay- 
ment of the Army : And I will fay yet more, that 
he has loſt the Reputation of a good Captain and 
valiant Soldier, until he can recover an Opportunity 
ro Fight and Yanquiſh. This Victory muſt have 
been of Conſequence, and very Glorious, ſeeing the 
King aſſiſted in Perſon, together with the Queen, 
Two Cardinals, the Council of State, and that of 
the Finances, and that which they call here, he 
Courts Sovzretgn, Which are a Company of Men cho- 
ſen to judge others. Befides theſe, there was an 
innumefable Concourſe of People, who teſtified 
their [oy for the Advantage gained by their King, 
notwithſtanding it be at the Coft of their Brethren 
of the ſame Religion.

Had not the Holanders become Mafters of this 
Place,theyhad been,as it were,block'd up.on.the fide- 
of Brabant,and had the Enemy always at-their Gates; 
whereas, nowthey are..more.at large.- We-ought - 
to rejoice rather at their Acquiſitions, than thoſe of - 
the Spaniards, with whom. we never had Peace, 

This Place is fortified with much Regularity. It 
hath' fifteen Baſtions, beſides ſome little Forts on » 
the Moat fide. There are five Horn-works with» - 
out, The Place is conſiderable for its: Greatneſs. . | 
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It contains Five thouſand Houſes, with great Gar- 
dens, and there are three principal Gates, 

L mention theſe Particulars, becauſe thou art a 
Man of War. Receive my Letter kindly ; believe 
me thy Friend, and do not doubt of my Fidelity. 
If thou wilt add to thy Valour by new Merit, which 
will heighten the Conſideration Men have for thee, 
L will teach thee a Secret, which will not be very 
Expenſive, but very Delightful. Read at Times 
the Hiſtories of others, and particularly thoſe of 
the Greateſt and moſt Fortunate Princes, and their 
Captains. Imitate rather the Wiſe, than thoſe 
who have only ſignalized themſelves by their Va- 
Jour.. To conclude, be converſant in Hiſtories, 


but choſe always the beſt, I mean ſuch as cannot . 


be ſuſpeQed for Lyes. Thou canft not fail of good 
Books, both Greekand 4rabick, which are Tranſlated 
into theTurkiſhand Perſizn Tongues. Thou wilt learn 
ta be wiſe by the Folly of others, and wilt become 
yet more Prudent, by obſerving the ſage Condu& 
of ſuch who performed Great Ations : Above all 
Things, never negle& to make ſeridus RefleQi- 
ons upon the leaſt Events, It happens ſometimes, 
that Paſſages are found in Books that ſeem of no 
Conſequence, which may yet be of Uſe in important 
Occaſions, for the clearing of Difficulties. And 
for Example, learn this from a Great King, Zenry

Things : They well-nigh adore it, and that is the 
Original Sin of all Nations.

'Tis thy Province to decide this Point which is 
of ſuch Importance to my Repoſe, which makcs 
me expe thy Reſolves with Impatience; if thou 
thinkeft a Faithful Muſulman, who conſerves his 
Religion in his Heart, and lives, as Ido, amongft 
the Enemies of the Law, worthy this Grace, 

The Intereſt of my Conſcience obliges me to 
demand, after what manner I ought to govern my 
felf, when I ſee them, who are effeAively what T1 - 
ſeem to be, praQtife the ſame Ads of Religion. 

The French will in a little Time celebrate their 
Carnaval or Shrove-tide. As ſoon as it is done, the 
Catholicks think of Fafting, having firſt aſſiſted at 
a Ceremony,where Aſhes are put upon their Fore- 

heads, 
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heads, to make them remember, they were formed 
ont of the Duſt, and ſhall return to Duſt again, It is 
at this Time they go to hear Sermons, their Priefts 
explaining that which' they call the Goſpel, and 
frequent the Church more than ordinary. 'ſhey ap- 
ply themſelyes oftner to Works of Piety ; and ha- 


ving purged their Conſciences by Penances and ſe- j 


cret Confeſhons, which one Man makes to another, 
they eat of a certain Bread, which they call The S4- 
crament of the Eucharift;, where, after certain Words 
pronounced by their Prieft, they will have the Bo- 
dy of their Meſſiah to be really preſent under thoſe 
Apparent Species. | 

. This Ceremony is an Obligation that good Chri. 
Niians cannot diſpenſe with, it being ordained by 
their Law, and by their Great Prelate, the Biſhop 
.of Rome. They commonly call it Confeſſion, and 
Exmmunicating, and Keeping Eaſter. . Ought [ 
Hazzard my ſelf in committing fo horrid a Sacri. 
'ege, and tempt, as I may ſay, God, by ſo great 
a _uperſtition, and ſo irritate our Greas Prophet ? 
It may. be ſaid, perhaps, that many Fews have 
done the ſame-Thing, and do it yet every day to 
preſerve themſelves more ſecurely, But how ma- 
ny of them have been chaſtiſed by viſible Miracles 
from Heaven, and undergone terfible Punifhments 
by the Ordinances of the Judges ? 


All theſe RefleQions trouble my Spirit, O Holy. |

Write to thee, who art Venerable by thy Age, 

and ſo many long Voyages, which thou haſt 
made. Thon, who haft been ſo many Times in 
Pilgrimage to Arabia, Tartary, Perſia, and the 1n- 
dies, always bare-foot, and begging, out of pure 
Devotion to the Sant of Saints, our Great Prophet 
Mahomet. 


I addreſs this Letter to thee 5 Thee, who beareſt | 


the Scars of five and twenty Great Wounds; Thee, 
who haſt pray'd Nine and Fifty Times in the Sacred 
Porch, and adored the Holy Myſteries in the moſt 
retired Sanituary of Mecha, and haſt lived more 
than ſeventy Years of Religion amongſt the Der- 
viſes, where thy Merit cauſed thee to be eleed 
Snperior of the Convent in Natolia, 

Thou knoweſt well, that I ſerve him, who is Ar- 
bitrator of the Deftiny of the Univerſe ; I mean 
the Sultan, Sovereign of the World. Learn what 
I keard here from the Mouth of Chriſtians, and 
Pardon me, if I have not ſufficiently anſwered them; 
but co not accuſe me to haye deſerved Death, for 

: having 
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having ſeemingly curſed our Holy Law, and Him 
that gave it us; and, if I have ſeemed to rejet his 
Succeſſors, 1i, Oſman, and Omar, it was expedi- 
ent that I ſhould commit ſome Evil, not to lot 
the Opportunity of doing imu:bþ Good 

Thou know-ft weil, I am aefrined to ſerve; and, 
that being abſoived from all rhe Perjuries I ſhall 
commit, 1 may tranſgreſs the Law by being per- 
mitted to lye, That ſuffices: Read my Letter, 
and learn how far their Malice does extend, who 
are Enemies to our Religion. 

To inſtru thee better in what has haypened to 
me, I muſt tel! thee, that amongft theſe /rfidels,

They are the 
Confeſors of almoſt all the Princes an! Monarchs 
of Chriſtendom. who diſcover to them tlieir Weak- 
neſſes, their Sins, and the Vices whereunto they 
areenclined : and receive from them, upon their 
Knees, -like Slaves, ſuch Penance as they think fit 
to impoſe on them, | 

A Man may ſay of them, That heing Diſgen- 
ſers of Penances, they are alſo the Maſters of Re- 
compences. They are Habited in along Veſt of 
black Wooll, which deſcends to their Heels. They 
£0 not bare-'oot, but their Veſtments are ſfimp!2. 
They obſerve great Modeſty in all their Attions ; 
they march with Gravity, never go alone, and ſuf- 
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fer not their Beards to grow. They apply them- 
ſe}res to edify the Good, and to corrett the Bad, 

The Founder of this Order wasa Souldier, cal- 
led Tznatius. The Spaniards will have him to have 
becn of their Nation; and the French athrm, that 
he is of that Part of Navarre, which is ſubj-& to the 
Crown of France, If thou wouldft have me to ſpeak 
the Truth, I think this Founder was a good Man, 
ſecing all his Diſciples are Men of Good Example, 


of grcar Modeſty in their Aﬀions, and very Lil 


creet in all their Undertakings. 


This Jeratins began to ftudy his Grammar in 


his Seven ard \ihirtieth Year, which would make 
one believe, he took leſs Pains to become a Saint 
than a Scholar. His Enemies call his Diſciples, the

The lather did not leave of ſo; he 
ſaid, That ſeeing the Acoran 1s filled with | 
reams, with Beftialitics, with Blaſphemies 
| Impurities; the Muft's, the Dottors 
an Inerpreters of the Law, muft he in a 
'eat Blindneſs, not to condemn a Poſlefled, 
n En.hanter, who gives for the Precepts of | 
his Religion, the committing of Violences, 
Robberics, and all that may ſatisfie the moſt Ir. 
regular Appetites. What Extravagancy, Ur- 
ged he, to adore the Heel of ſo vile a Slave as 
AMahomet; and to believe, upon his Report, 
that Facob's Father was his Poyrer, to Dei- 
he his Camel, and to place it in Heaven? He 
adds further, That there is nothing ſo abſurd, 
as to command the Turks to waſh their Bodies, | 
«hen their Souls are defiled with Filth; to give | 
them at the ſame time Charity by Precept, and 
to command them Robberies by PNevotion, It | 
ſeems alſo to him fooliſh, to believe that Ma- 
a _ is the only Tru? Prophet, the only agree- 

ble Perſon to God; and to ſwear afterwards, 
by Ore Hundred and Twenty Four Thouſand Pro- 
phets, He ftill entertains me with this Sort of 
L 1icourſe. 

But all this (O great Dervis) is nothing ;, he vo- 
mits y<t this damnable Hereſi e, That the w_ 
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edeft Wretches, and the moſt deteftable- that ever 
liv'd, were Fudas, Mabomet, and Luther That 
theſe two laſt, as moſt impious, are the more tor- 
meated in Hel}, Fudas, he ſaid, ſuffered leſs pains, 


becauſe if he betrayed his Zord, he was one of the 


Inftrnments of the Redemption of all Mankind ; 
whereas the others, in damning themlelves, damn'd 
alſo an infinite Number of orcher People. This 
Feſuit would have continued his Blaſphemies, if 
Cardinal Richlieu, -in whoſe Anti-Chamber we 
were, had not come out of his Cloſet, to go to 
the King. 

[ had been lent all this while, becauſe he gave 
me not a Moments liberty to ſpeak. At length, 
he aſked me at parting, If Iwas not of his Senti- 
ments ; and Ianſwered preciſely thus; My father, 
If thou art a good Man, Iapprove what thou ſayſt, 
becauſe thou ſpeakeft out of true Zeal; but, IF 
thou beeſt a Hypocrite, I diſapprove all, becauſe 
thou ſhalt be damned with Mabomer, and all the 
Muſulmans. 

The Fe(uit ſmiled,not comprehending theVenom 
which lay hid in my Anſwer. But, dott thou not be- 
lieve, thou, who art a Dervis, the moſt illumina= 
ted, That a Man, of what Religion foever he be, 
provided he be a Good Man, may be Happy after 
his Death ? Tell me, I pray thez, thy Opinion 
herein 3 it 1s a Point very important to he de- 
cided. 

As for me, I begin really to think, That there 
may be Saints, even among the Chriſtians, as 
there are amongſt Us. I have ſeen and under- 
ftood many Things that denote true Piety in ſome 
of them; and we muſt acknowledge, Thar the 
Precepts of their Law, have ſom=what of Juſt ; and 
if they be well obſerved, they ſeem no leſs Holy 
to me than our own, They have one Article that 
Puzzels me. They affirm, There is but one Truth ; 
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fo that we are loſt, if we are not Chriſizans, or | 


they are damned, if they are not Mahometans. 


And this is what I had to fay to thee in this | 
Matter; but, I ſhall not end this Diſcourſe, without | 


ſome violent Scruples of Conſcience. Pray the 
Great Gcd«with me, That he will illuminate my 
Underſtanding with Inward Lights, until the Mar 
promiſed by our #vly Propher ; the Man, I ſay, 
who ought to be born of his Race, be deſcended 
upon the Earth ; who is to ſee all Kings humbled 
in his Preſence, and to unite with Fe/us the Two 
Religions that they may n:2.ke but C3ne, . 

In the mean Time let us live as ioneolr Men, 
who have Sin in horror, like the Plague, which pot- 
ſons the Soul ; and apply our ſelves, as much as 
in us lies, to what is truly Good ; 25 azove all 
things, let us carefully obſerve this Precept, writ 
in the Book of their Law, but is aot always im- 
Printed in their Hearts, Never do t0 Octers, no not 
thy Enemies, that which thou wouldſt not kave done to 
zhy ſelf, A Duke of Guiſe give an Example of 
this fo all France; and 'tis what thou oughteſt 
to preach in the vaſt Empire of the Muſulmans. 
This Prince ſurprized 2 Villain that would have Af- 
faſfinated him, who confeſſed, that the *ntereft of 
his Religion (which was that of Calvin) had obli- 
ged him to form a Deſign to take him away, to 
deliver himſel*, and thoſe of his Party from ſo 
great an Enemy, The Duke, inftead of cauſing 
him to ſiiffer the Pains due to ſo black an Enter- 
priſe, Pardon-'! him. contenting himſelf to tell 
him, Friend, If thy Religion Obliged rhee to Kill me, 
witho:s hearing m-, my Religion Obliges me 10 give 
thee thy Life and Liberty, now I have keard thee: 
Go thy ways, and amend thy ſelf This Prince was 
then General of ChyJes the TX?s Army. 

Sage Bedredin our Mahomet never ſhewed ſuch 
generous Sentiments, when he preſcribed in his 
Law 
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Law this Precept againſt Chriſtians, that had ne- 
yer Offended him; When you Encounter the Infidels, 
till them, and cut off their Heads, impriſon them, 
and keep them in Chains, until they bave paid their 
Ranſoms, or till you find it requiſite 10 ſet them at Li- 
berty, Perſecute them unti] they have all ſubminted, or 
are entirely overthrown, 

Obſerve in this Letter, what may be of uſe to 
thee, Pardon my Friendſhip, the frank Manner of 
Writing, and remember Mabmur in thy Prayers, 
who perſonates a Chriſtian, and is in his Heart a 
moſt faithful Muſulman, If it be in thy Power to 
ſuccour me, never do me any Injury. God protect:

S the Knowledge which I ſhall have of Aﬀeair 
willaugmeat daily, fo I ſhall have the more 
Matter ts write ; and will omit no Occafion to re. 
mark what occurs,which I will not fail immediately 
to communicate. Thou, who with great Applic ! 
tion obſerveſt what palſeſt amongft Men, and art | 
deſirous of knowing the moſt ſecret TranſaCtions | 
of Potentates; thou may'ſt obſerve, That there are 
more violent Enmities betwixt the Chriſtian Princes 
of Europe, than all the other Princes of the World, 
I cannot coryprehend - whence it is, that theſe 
Infidels cannot live in Peace; and, perhaps they do 
not comprehend it themſelves. It ſeems a De- 
cree of Heaven, That Man ought to be contrary to 
Man; and, that whilft there are Kingdoms there will 
be Wars and Enmities. 

The Wars which are carri-d on at preſent in 
Alſace, look as if they would laſt long. The Death 
of Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, the ſecond 
- Scourge of the Imperialiſts, who was {lain Six Years 
ſince, did not terminate the Differences of Germa- 
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ry; they are greater than ever ; and there appears 
inthe New Generals of the Armies, vaſter Deſigns 
than thoſe in their Predeceſſors. Perhaps they will 
revenge the Death of Ga/lave, who was kill?d, not 
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-as the Chaiftians affirm; but by one of the Forty 


Germans, who had bound themſelves by Oath, 
never to quit their Swords before they had ſlain 
him, as the T#rkiſþ Hiſtorians do write: 

Duke Bernard Weymar, of no leſs Valour than 
Guſtave, commands the reſt of the Swediſh Army, 
with a good Number of French Troops, and many 
Chriſtian Hereticks of Germany, Victory attends 


the Arms of this General; and, the Princes which 


are united for Defence of the Empire, begin to 
apprehend a Captain, who obſerves leſs the Rules 
of War than the Emotions of his Valour, and 
whom they perceive ſeconded by Fortune. Bur, . 
he doth not conſider, That in weakening an Empe= 
ror, he doth augment the Forces of a King, who 
will enjoy the Eruits of his Labours, and ſuppreſs 
him, in Spite of his Bravery, when he pleaſes. In the 
mean time, I am of Opinion, That it is our Interefr, 
that Weymar be always Viforious. It may be ſaid 
of him, That he hath ſold to France, all but his 
oy; having reſerved nothing for himſelf but 
Hope, 

All that this Puke can Conquer from the Ger 
mans, is for the French King, who furniſhes him 
with Troops, with Arms and with Moneys, be- 
fides wiſe Advice, Cardinal Richlieu, who is an 
able States-man, fails not to perſwade his Maſter, 
That the Places, which Weymar ſhall take in the Em- 
pire, with the Army which he Commands, are the 
EffeRts of his Councils, and his Majeſty's Money. 
The French begin to preſerve their Conqueſts, and 
know how to defend the Places which are ſubje& to 
their Power. 

"This Prince makes Acquiſitions, which are,in truth, 
ot more Importance,than they ſeem conſiderable for 
their Greatneſs, He took Rhinfeld almoſt as ſoon 
as he had Beſieged it. The Place was ſtrong, ſeated 


near the Black Foreſt, where the Garriſon was fur- 
 _niſhed 
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niſhed with Abundance of all Sorts of Ammuni- 
tions. 

Fobn dz Wert, General of the [mperia} Army, had 
reliev'd it with Nine Regiments of Horſe, and Five 
Thouſand Foot. He defeated Weymar's Horſe, 
took part of his Baggage and Artillery. The Duke 
of Rohan, a great Captain, and great States-man, 

. was hurt, and taken Fighting; end-the City relieved 
with Men, Ammunition, and Victuals, which ren- 
dered the taking of it more Glorious. 

They write, that Two Inpzrial Generals, the ſaid 
Fobn de Wert, which had ſuccoured Khinfeld, En. 
benfort, as alſo Duke Savelli, had been taken in a 
Combat which preceded the Rendition of the 
Place, beſides Thirty Eight Cornets an Nineteen 
Foot Captains. Theſe Spoils were g1ined by the 
Blood of the Swedes, and ſent to the French King; 
who after he had cauſed them to march through all 
the Streets of this Great City, commanded them 
to be hung up in the Principal Church, where l ſay 
an confide-ed them, as Marks of the Tr umphs 
of Policy. The Siege of this Place lafted but Eight- 
teen 'ays. 

The Duke of Weymar, after this Victory, march 
ed into the Marquiſate of Durlach, where he to" 
the Taſtle of R-r1elen, Defended by the King of 
Hungary ; in which he found great Store of Provi- | 
ſions, and all ſo:ts of Ammunitions, which ſerved | 
greatly for the refreſhing of his then needy Army. | 

In the mean time, Duke Savelli eſcaped out of | 
Priſon, and retired to Luzerne in Switzerland. The | 
Officers that guarded him, were accuſed of Fa- | 
vouring his Eſcape, which coft them their Heads, |

Theſe laft cannot abandon the Intereſt of the 
Houſe of Savoy, the Dutcheſs being their King's 
Siſter, and her Children his Nephews. The 
French are already ftrong on that Side, having a 
great Garriſon in Pignerol, a Place very confide- 
rable, which they call one of. the Gates of 7tah, 
whereof they have been Maſters fince the Year 1631, 
and their Power will much increaſe by the Acceſh- 
on of the Fort of Breme, which may-be termed a 
Rampart, covering Cazal and Yercelle, and which 
alſo defends both Monrferrat and Piemont. 

The Marqueſs of Leganez, Governour of Milan, 
having render?d himſelf Maſter of the Field, had 
laid Siege to Breme ; and Marſhal Crequi, having 
in the Name of the King, his Maſter, undertaken 
the Defence of the young Duke of Savoy, oppo- 
ſed the Deſigns of the Spaniards, ?ITis believed, 
the War will be cruel in this Quarter, being theſe 
are very Strong, and the other very Expect.

tunate in 7aly ; and, at this Hour that I write to 
thee, the Court laments the Loſs of the Gene- 
ral that Commanded their Armies in that Coun- 
Cry. .

To Berber Muſtapha Aga. 


This Day entertained a Man which came from 

Ttaly, and hath ſerved in the French Troops, 
He gives this Account of the Death of Marſhal 
Crequer. 

The 17th. of this Moon, this General having 
approached the Lines of the Spaniards, to view 
their Works, and to Fight them, in caſe he judg- 
ed it Expedient, a Cannon-Bullet ſeparated his 
Body in Two, and the Bullet being taken up, they 
were ſurpriſed to ſee a Croſs graved upon it, a- 
bout which were alſo engraved Letters, which made 
theſe two Words, To CREQUI. This Bullet, 
the Croſs, and the Letters, cauſed no leſs Aﬀtoniſh- 
ment, than the '?eath of this Captain did Sorrow, 
and every Body ſpoke his Sentiment of it, 

Many treat the Spaniards as Magicians and Sor- 
.cerers. Thoſe who are perſwaded of the Foo 
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of: Negromancy, affirm, That the Devil can carry a 
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Bullet to the Place whither 'tis deſigned : others 
are of a contrary Sentiment, and believe, there is 
no Power without the Commandment of the Great 
God, There are others, who believe neither Charms 
nor CharaQters, nor Magick ; who, deſpifing all 


theſe Superſtitions, attribute all to Deſti-y ; and,. 


[ believe the ſame, Ahmet Celebi explains this per- 
featly well in his Fournal, which begins in the 
One Thouſand and Twenty Sixth Year of our Ze- 
girawhen he affirms, that all things,which paſs here 
below,are effetted by the Orders of Heaven, ©** We 
« cannot doubt (ſays he) but the Events which we 
« ee, are the Effeas of the Will. of God; yet, 
* we muſt believe, he ſaffers all Things to hap- 
& pen by Second Cauſes. 


Had not Sultan Oſman irritated the- Fanizaries, 


and Spahi's, by throwing them into the River a- 
live, when he randiſguiſed through the Streets 
of Conſtantinople, and found them drinking Wine in 


Taverns: And had he not publiſhed his deſign of 


Reformiog this Mz17tia, and tranſportirg the 1n- 
perial Seat elſewhere, he had not, perhaps, been 
murthered with ſo much Ignominy. | 

God ſent him a terrible Dream before his Death. 
He thought he ſaw our Great Prophet ſnatching the 
Alcoran, which he was then reading, out of his 
Hand ; and taking from him, by Force, his Coat 
of Arms;and ftriking him down with ſuch a great 
Box on the Ear, that he could not get up again.

Fournal of 4bmer, Had not Marſhal Crequi been 
in the Wars, he had not perhaps ended his Days

Colour of the Stones where theſe Anagrams were 
engraved, they judged of the Future ;, performing 
thereby Things very aftoniſhing. They have 
ſubje&ted our Bodies to theſe Twelve Signs, and 
divided them into Twelve Principal Members. But, 
how many ſurprizing Things are done with the 
Number Seven, to which they have applied the 
Seven Planets ; by Means whereof, they diſcover 
the Secret of the good or evil Fortune of Men ?

Conſtantinople and Parts, are, indeed, Two of the | 


greateft Cities in the World ; but, much differing 
in manner of Living, Cloths, Language, and Re. 
lgion. Thou artat preſent in the Midft of Plea- 
ſures, with thy Friends, Children, Wife, with the 
Liberty of -xcercifing thy Religion, which 1s the 
True one; and that, in the Moſques, which our 
Fathers eſtabliſhed : moreover, thou att elevated 
in Dignity. I, on the contrary, am amongſt 1rfi. 
dels, amongſt 1Molaters and Z#ereticks ;, obliged to 
live with a Nation, much differing from Ours, in 


their Inclinations and Cuſtoms, Finally, I lie

That which I endured, was greater than the Pains 


which thou didft ſuffer ; I was perſecuted for the - 


Pleafure I took in Reading, ; and, they would oblige 


thee to ſtudy; whereas, thy Inclinations were quite - 


different from mine. 
This hardſhip made me reſolve to hide. my (elf 


ina Cellar, without Bread, and without Water. . 


L had nothing-but my Seneca with me; and I was. 
reſolved to deliver my ſelf from my Seryitude by 


Death 5 ſo far had this Stojck-perſwaded me not to : 
live,, Thou art ſo near Death (quoth he) and 7n-: 


the mean Time art a Slave. Judge the: Force of my 
Temptation, by the Authority of this Great 


Man, - Whilſt I was thus hid, my Mafter ſearched * 


me in vain, in the Garden, the Stable, the Kit-- 


chin, and had no leſs Pains to. find me, thanThad to - 
hide my ſelf from him. But, atlength I choſe the- 
better Part, which was, to live, and to forgive. - 


My Mafter owes his Life to Seneca; he taught: 


meſo well, to forget Offences, that my Deſpair - 
changed into Reſpe&t. I had no more Mind to- 
die, I felt my Courage fail, and Fear made me + 
pardon my Maſter. Thou hadft no knowledge of- 
this Adventure, becauſe I went into the Country, . 


and thou waſt ranſomed, . whilft I was ont of Pas 
krmo, I was ſo-very intent upon my. Studies, that* 


my Maſter, vanquiſhed bymy Obfſtinacy, gave me - 
Liberty to apply my ſelf to them ; being himſelf - 
aſhamed to-contimie ignorant, whilſt I dreamt: of 


nothing, but of improving .my-Mind. . 
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In the Courſe of Four Years and Four Moons, 
that my Captivity lafted, Nero's Mafter gave me 
the fi:ft Tinture of Morality; and after that, I 
went into the Academies, where I writ the Fournal 
of my Lie. Plutarch, Livy and Tacitus, made me 
forget the odious Names of after and Slave. 

'The Examples of ſo many Great Men, whoſe 
Hiſtories we find there; of ſo many Emperors, 
. Kings, Captains, Mafters or Slaves of their Paſſions; 
*fome dead by the Hands of their Friends, by Poiſon; 
others, by the Sword and ſurprize; others, perſe- 
cuted by their Fathers or their Sons ; ſometimes 
by their Wives,and often by their Native Country 
and Slaves, ſo often ſaved and defended by them- 
ſelves ; diſpoſed me to ſuffer patiently the State 
whereunto I was reduced ; and: to acknowledge , 
That the honeſt Man is nevera Slave, whereever 
he is, when he can find his Maſter within himſelf. 
I had time then to doa Thouſand good Things, 
which I ſhould never have done, if I had not been 
in the Condition I then found my ſelf in,

my Houſe, I lived at reft, becauſe I fanſied Ser- 
ving ; and now I am in Service, I am in continual 
fear of not Pleaſing. How many Souls hath 4Amu- 
rath ſent into the other World, to expe the wvnt- 
verſa} Day of Fudgment ? and how many more 
will he ſend in this Siege of Babylon, whither: he 
goes in Perſon, carrying Terror with him, and

Y laſt Letters ſhew what happen'd in Jay, 
on the Side of Pzemont, which thou may'ft 
have ſeen at the Dzvan. | 

I have informed the Council what the Mfidels 
have done there ; where three different Nations, 
which have but one Religion, fight together : 
The French make War upon the Spanzards, to affift 
the Savoyards ; and theſe latter would drive the 
other out of 7taly, and reduce Savoy under their 
Power, which does what it canto avoid the Yoke 
of. both theſe Nations. 

It is to be feared, that new Troubles may ariſe 
from this War; which will undoubtedly happen, 
if it be not ſuddenly terminated by a Peace, TI 
will only write to thee what I know, and, perhaps 
what is not come to thy Knowledge, I will not 
repeat what I have already written ; becauſe my 
Letters paſs ſecurely, by the good Order which 
thou haft taken. 

The different Intereſt of the Princes of 7taly oc- 
caſfion ſmall Intelligence betwixt them. As their 
Eftates are ſeparated the 'one from the other, ſo 
they are divided by their Maxims, their Inter- 
eſts, and Pretenſions. They have, however, but 


. one Religion, which they make to ſerve for a Pre. 


text to their Deſigns, , which are all different; 
and there is not one of them which wholly minds 
his Religion, which can have but one only End. 
There ate few that can ſuffer the Conqueſts of 
the French in aly;, becauſe that Nation ſeems reft- 


 tefs, and Men would not ſee the Spaniards more 


Powerfull than they are > becauſe they play too 
EL, muck 
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much the Mafters. But however, as the leaft of 
theſe Princes have their particular Inclinations and 
ſecret Intereſts with theſe two Nations, thou art 
ignorant of thoſe of the Republick of Genoa with the 
Spaniards, with whom they have ftrong Alliances: 
But peradventure thou haſt not been informed of

and ſome Nobles of the Accomplices, who were

tErprize. , 

After a Deſign ſo well laid, the Spaniards were 
ready to execute ſo hard an Undertaking ; when 
the Republick, being ſuddenly advertiſed of the Plot, 
cauſed it to miſcarry, without Noiſe, by redou- 
bling the Guards, which did not a little ſurprize 
the Conſpirators. 


Cardinal Richliey's Creatures give out, That : 


one Dera, called their Prince, did difſuade, or hin-

This Doria is deſcended from Andrew Doria, 
that great Captain, who did ſo many brave Atti- 
ons againft our Nation,commanding the Maritime 
Armies of Charles V. Emperor of Germany; and 
fince, thoſe of Philip 1I. his Son, King of Spain, 
and who often combated the Invincible Arzaden, 

I do not believe that A4dona?, which was at Ges 
204, hath writ this Adventure to thee ; either bee 
cauſe it may not be true, or becauſe the (thing be- 
ing very Secret, it was in a manner ftifled as ſoon. + 
as diſcovered, 

If thou wilt know the particular Reaſonings , 
made pon this Occaſion, 1 will tell thee, That the 
moſt adyiſed French belieye, that the Spaniards did 
attempt ſo fair a Blow ; but that the Two Par- 
ties in the City, the one to preſerve their Liberty, 
and the other to maintain their Authority ,did both 
avoid the Concluſion. 

The Diſcourſe is, at Preſent, various,concerning 
this Repablick;, and the French do as much endea- 
vonr to make ſecret Treaties with it, as the Spant- 
ards to hinder its change of Mafter.

their Mafters; and that they have been ſu>jeQed ty 
ſtrange Powers: That Two Charles's, One Lemi, 
and Francis I, all Kings of France, have taken 
them into their Prote&ion, having alſo ſubdued 
them by Force of Arms. They ad, That this Fran. 
cs I, continued a great while to ſend them Gover- 
nors : and, that it was by the Valour and Reſoluti- 
on of Doria, that this Republick recovered its firſt 
Libertv. 

Theſe are the Diſcourſes that People make at

Confider, in the mean Time, with what Impu- | 


dence People diſcourſe here; they preſume to de- 
cide Aﬀairs of State; they divide,and accommodate 
Differences : they ſupport, and ruine Common- 
wealths and Kingdoms ; but, this 1s no new Thing, 
the People in all Times having taken the- Liberty 
to cenſure the Ations of Soveraigns.

His Army is made up of Twelve Thouſand 
Foot, and Twelve Hundred Horſe, The Two Na-. 
tions have had ſeveral Encounters and Skirmiſh- 
ings, wherein the Loſs and Gain have been equal 
0n Land, 

But the Spaniſh Aﬀairs go ſo ill at Sea, that 
tnou wilt wonder at the great Lofſes they recei- 
ved there The French have burnt Two Gallions 
upon the Stock, that were amaking, and fix 0- 
thers intirely finiſhed, which had not been yet 
at Sea, They have further, taken Eleven great 
Ships, whereof Six were richly loaden for the 
Indies ; beſides the Equipage and Munitions of 
War; with Two old Gallions that were of 'no 
great Uſe. They further, took a prodigious Num- 
ber of Cannons, which ſay upon the Shore, One 
Hundred whereof were Braſs, all with the Arras of 
Auſtria, | 

If all this I write be true, as: I verily by 
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heveitis: we may ſay that this Drize, where 
there were more than a Hundred and Fiity Pieces 
ef Ordnance, was no mean Purchaſe. 

I ſay nothing of the great Quantity of Artille- 
ry, mounted upon the Ships and Gallions, for fear 
of troubling thee with the News -of [o great a Vi. 
&ory, wherein the French gained ſo many Veſlels 
and ſuch great Riches, as will ſuffice to equip a 
great Fleet. - 

The Prince befieges the Place and preſſes it, but 
the Spaniards defend themſelves. bravely ; and 
much Blood will be ſhed there. 

The Prieft of Bordeaux, which theſe [nfidels call 
the A4rch-bifhop, was come thither with Sixty Sail, 
whereof Forty two are Men of War, and the reit 
Attenders; with ſome Fireſhips filled with Bitu- 
minous Matter, which inflames eafily to burn the 


Enemies Ships where they can come at them, ſo | 


that there *1s nothing wanting in the Armies by 
Sea or Land. 

This Arch-biſhop of Bordeaux, makes more noiſe 
at preſent than the Pope ;, and ?tis credible, that 
what he has done, will gain him great Favour 
with his King, 

He has, with as much Courage, inveſted Four- 
teen Galleys, and Four Frigats, which came from 
the Neighhouring Ports to the relief of Fontars 
bia, with Three thouſand natural Spaniards. 


He fought Six Hours together with this new | 


Army, which he entirely defeated, having burnt 
and ſunk all theſe Ships, except one Galley, which 
was ſtranded and rendered uſeleſs. The Admird 
of Spain, with Eight Hundred Men, was blown up; 
which was no ſmall Misfortune to_ the Spaniards, 
who loſt, upon this Occaſion, a great Number 
of Soldiers and Seamen : And *tis believed, they 
will not be able.to appear before their Enemies 
Sea this great while. i 
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If ſo many Loſles ſuffered by a Party, are not 
advantageous to the Grand Signor, becauſe the 
other is grown ſo much the ſtronger thereby, he 
will however gain thisBenefit by it, That the French - 
and Spaniſh being both Enemies to our Nation and 
Religion, our affairs will be in greater Security, 
when of Two Enemies we ſee One ſuppreſſed. 

The French publiſh by their Joy and continual 
Feaſtings, the Advantage they receive from theſe 
Succeſſes : And, theſe Infidels have reaſon te re- 
joyce, their Vitory having all the Agreements 
poſſible ; it is indeed great, and their Loſs very in- 
conſiderable. | 

They ſay, there were-but Twelve of the Ships 
of France diſordered, and that they loſt not above

The Duke of Longneuile is at. the Head of the 
Fourth, which is entred into Burgundy, with de- 
ſign to ruine the French County, defended by 
Duke Charles of Lorrain, one of the Emperor's Ge- 
nerals. 

So many Armies, and ſo. many Captains march 
againft the Spaniards. This Nation ſufficiently 
manifeſts her Force ; ſhe is attack'd on all Sides, 
and reſifts and defends her ſelf on all Sides. This 
vaſt Extent of Countries, which the Auflrians 
poſſeſs, though ſeparated from each other, is the 
Reaſon, that they are always employed in defend- 
ing themſelves; but, they will be eternally expo» 
{ed to loſe without any Appeararice of Gain. 

Thou knoweſt, that the t: ue Secret of preſerving 
Union amongſt the Good, is to entertain perpe-.

render Us Invincible, What I tell thee is a true 
Saying. The French, at Preſent, are too powerful, 
with ſo many Troops, ſo many Armies by 5ea

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The other Chriſtiansare in continual Apprehen. 
ſions. The Embaſſadors of Princes which reſide 
in this Town and Court, obſerve with great Dili. 
gence, ſo many extraordinary Things, but ſay no. 
thing : they do like me, they write and advertiſ: 
their Maſters. 

I am afraid, thou wilt take no Pleaſure in the 
Relations I make thee of the Succeſſes of ſo great 
' a Power ; but I ought to let thee know the Truth,

- Miniſters ſerve with great Fidelity, and are very 
ſecret.

The manifold Wars which this Monarch under.

rents and Friends, ſlain in theſe Wars. 

The Cardinal fears Peace, and apprehends his 
Enemies may deftroy him, if they have leiſure 
to cabal againſt him.

Fiveand Twenty Spaniſh Galieys appeared on - 
the Coafts of Provence, where, it was ſaid, they... 


But, 
the Count of Harcour, General of the Armies of the 
Levant, for the King, having given them Chace, 


ſome of them retired to the- Coaſts of Genoa ; - 
where they were attacked by a like number of thoſe -

The Viftory coft much Blood, which the French 
pretended to; ſeeing they took fix Galleys from 
their Enemies,1mongft which was The Royal Patron 
of Spain, 1hz Captain, and the Patron of S7ctly, with 
Eight Hundred Priſoners ; having themſelves loſt 
but three Galleys, which were taken by the Spani- 
«ris. The fol'owing Night there aroſe ſo violent 
a Tempeft, that the Sea had well-nigh ſwallowed 
the Vidtorious and the Vanquiſhed. The French 
loſt the Royal Patron of Spain, which breaking 
looſe, retired into a little Port of the River of 
Genoa, where the Inhabitants of Aren;zano ſeizing 
it, reſtored it to the Spaniards, which they ſay 
here, the French will not fail to revenge.

Paſs immediately into Montferrat without lea- 
ving France, to tell thee, That the Spaniards 


have-there made themſelves Maſters of a little 
Town.. which the French could not keep for want 
of Men ; and have alſo demoliſhed the Fortreſs 
which guarded the Place, that their Enemies might 
not have any deſire after a Repriſal. 

The Eldeft Son of Amadans, Duke of Savoy, is 
now dead ; he was called Tewis 4madeus : he was 
but Seven Years old when declared Sovereign, 
and was ſo but few Moons. He died four days 
after the Ceremony of his Baptiſm. The King of 
Frans: and the Queen of Spain, were Godfather and 
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God-mother to this Prince. Thou wilt ask me, per- 
haps, how this could be,feeing they could not be 
there preſent ? But thou muft know, that thele 
Nazarenes, afſift often at theſe Ceremomes by Pro- 
curation. The Dutcheſs of Savoy ſeenis to me wore 
thy of Compaſſon, having loft in one Year, both 
her Husband and her Son, and a good Part of her 
Eftate, and ſees what remains to her, expoſed to 
the Hazards of War ; but ſhe has ever ſhewed 
her ſelfa Woman of Courage and Reſolution, Her 
Second Son has been declared his Brother's Heir, 
and the States have choſen her Kegerr, during his 
Minority. | 

The reaſon of the ſudden Viſit, which the Ele- 
Gor of Saxony gave the King of #wungary,is not yet 
known:We have had Advice of his Departure from 
Dreſden,the Capital Town of his Country, with a 


_ great Train of Courtiers, and the Three Drinces 


his Sons ; and that he went to Leurmaritz,where this 
King expected him 5 And, 'tis farther ſaid, That 
inthe ſmall Time they were together, they have 
had ſeveral Conferences,the Subject of which is not 
yet diſcayvered, The King has preſented the Duke 
with a rich Coach, with fix ftately Horſes, ſum- 
ptuouſly harnefſ<d; and given Diamonds and Gold 
Chains to his, Courtiers. But thou being neaer 
the Place- of this Conference, and the Port having 
every where ſubtle Agents, thou mayeft ſooner get 
this Secret than I; For, 'tis not to be doubted, 
but there*s ſomething hatching againft the Orroman 
Empire, whilſt A4murath is at that Diſtance, and 
the chief Forces of his Empire employed elſewhere. 
As to what concerns the Progreſs of the Duke of 
Wimar, who carries on the War in 2lſatia, there 
are infinitely different News come from thence, 
ſince { wrote to thee ; but, this is what is moſt cer- . 
tain, Aﬀrer the taking of Fribourgh, this General 
made himſelf Mafter of the Campaign about B»:- 
| I R46'; 
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z4c; and his Army ſeizing on all the Poſts there. 
abouts, the Imperialiſts put themſelves ina Poſture 
of hindring them ; but, for Three Months Time; 
they could do nothing but ſpoil the Corn, and fo- 
rage in the Country, whereby they waſted their 
own Subſiſtence. They have alſo fruitlelly cndea. 
voured to: break down the Bridge, which Wimay 
had built at Newremberg ; where they met with 
ſuch Reſiſtance, that they were forced to retire 
with their Army, which was in great Danger. But 
the Duke alſo met with no Succeſs in his Enterprize 
* on Offemburgh, through the Fault of Fitteen Hun- 
dred Musqueteers, French and Germans, who came 
not ſoon enough to plant their Ladders againft the 
Walls, and ſurprize this Place : and, he has fince 
made differcnt Tryals, which have proved all in 
vain, An Officer had already entered as far as 
the Ramparts, with a {mall Party, which he com- 
manded by means of a falſe Paſs-port ; but, being 
diſcovered by a Sentinel, he was forced to retreat 
in Confuſion, with the Loſs of ſome of his Men; 
Wimar fince defeated Two Regiments of Dragoons, 
and Two other Regiments of Horſe, and ſeized 
onthe Caftle of Mauberg; the Garriſon of which 
Place ſurrendred at Diſcretion, to a Suediſh Offi 
cer. But I am inform'd, that the Two. Armies 
came near one another, on the Banks of the Rhine ; 
of which I ſhall ſay no more, than what is necel- 
iary. 

The E1pzror's Troops being diſcovered by Wi- 
3927's Vant-guard, commanded by Turenne, gained 
an ligh Ground ; on which, fortifying themſelves, 
they ſheltred behind a Church and ſome Houſes, 
before which there was a Battery raifed of ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon, to keep the Swedes at a Diftance, 
and hinder them from encamping too near. Some 
French, imprudently advancing to diſcover the 
Enemy.s Poſture, within leſs than Muſquet-ſhot,. 
were 
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were almoſt all kill'd on the Place. By this time 
the Duke of Wimar, ſeeing he'could not draw the: 
Imperialifts to fight, and it being impothble to: 
force them on the Mountain, where they were in- 
trenched, retired under the Cafile of Maubzrg, 
with his' Rear-guard, commanced by the Count 
de Gurbian, a French Gentleman. The next Day he” 
joined the reſt of his Army, and being informed by 
a Moor that ſerved him, and in whom he put great” 
Confidence, that the 1mperialiſts began early in 
the Morning to retire, he immediately therefore 


" put himſelf into a Condition to follow them, ma- 


king his Army to march in Battel-Array. His 
Horſe confifted of Twenty Four Squadrons, and his - 
Foot of Eight Batalions; befides the Auxiliary 
Troops, of which he made a. Reſerved Body. 

The French affirm, the ſnperialiſts were the 
ſtrongeſt, as having Four Thouſand Men more than * 
the Suedes ; of which, ?tis hard to know the cer- 
tainty; but, the Particulars of the Battel, are 
worth ones writing. * Twas very bloody, the Eight” 
being obſtinately held by both Parties, and the 
Vittory long inclining, ſometimes to'one Side, 
and ſometimes to another : So that the Comba-: 
tants were ready to retire, weary of ſtriking, and 
being ſtruck 5 when Fortune on a ſtidden, decla- 
red her ſelf for the Duke of Wimar, who behaved 
himſelf in the Fight, like a wiſe Captain-and' 
valiant Soldier. *Tis certain, the 7myerzalifts have * 
lot Two Thouſand Men in this Occahon, with 
ſeveral of their Yrincipal Officers: And alſo, above * 
Fifteen Hundred were made Priſoners ; among X 
which, there were above Two Hundred Perſons 
conſiderable on the account of their Birth or* 
Employs, I make no mention of. the Number of 
the Cannon ;, neither do reckon the Hundred Co 
lours or Cornets, nor Three Thouſand Waggons-- 
laden with all Sorts of Ammunition, which fell 
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to the Conqueraurs : but, I greatly value the Box: 


of Writings of Two great Commanders, wherein 


were found the InftruQions- and ſecret Orders of- 


the King of H«rgary,and ſome Treaties made with 
the Sublime Port ;, to which, all the Potentates 
of the World ſhould pay Homage. 

It cannot yet be diſcovered what theſe Trea. 


tiez contain *, yet I ſhall do all that's poſſible in 


order to it, The Booty has been great ; however, 
Wimar ſeems not to ſet much by it, as aiming at 
ſomething more conſiderable. He remained Two 
Days in the Field of Battle, the better to afſure 
His Enemy of his Conqueſt. He moreover pretends 
In his Letters to this Court, that he had not in 
this Expedition above Five Hundred Foot, and 
few Cavalry; which out of a Bravado, he ſays 
He will reinforce with his Pages. This 1s that 
which our Emperors, who are the Mafters of the 
World, would ſcruple to ſay in the Preſerc2 of 
their Slaves ; ſofar would they be from ſpeaking 
fo before an Army, as-this Prince did, in the Pre-- 
ſence of a great King, See the Vanity of one of 
theſe Infidels Generals. .

of the Drums, Trumpets, and the Artillery, which 


was ſeveral Times diſcharged. 
The Valour of the Duke of Wimar, and that of 
the Troops which he commands, made not the 1y. 
perialifts to loſe their Courage, having recruited 
their Army with new Troops. General Lamboye, 
a Man of Courage and good Conduct, appeared 
in the tight of the Suzdes, having added to his 
Army Eive Thouſand .Men, with the reſt of the 
Troops of Prince Savelly, and waſted the Country 
which the Enemy was in Poſſeſhon of. If thoy 
wouldeft know the Situation of the Suedes Camp, 
and, in what manner they made their Trenches, 
and Circumvalations, I can certainly inform thee; 
having had ſometime fince a very exact Dravght 
of it. This Camp 1s Three German Miles in Com- 
paſs; fortified on. each Side by a Trench Sixteen 
Foot thick, with a large deep Ditch, a dcuble P4- 
liſado, and ſeveral Redoubts, The Lower as well as 
Upper Parts of the Town, are mightily anfloyed by 
Two Bridges made on the Rhine, The Abundance 
Of all Sorts of Ammunition, does munch hearten 
the Army. The Commander, although very 1l}, 
yet is inceſſantly watchful, and ſeems indefatigable. 
The Soldiers animated by their paſt Succeſfes, 
think of nothing but new Conqueſts, and new 
Booty, imagining themſelves mvincible, The Ar- 
tillery which 1s in the Camp, is Fifty Pieces of great 
Cannon, with which ſuch Batteries have been mage, 
as drive the. Befieged to deſpair. 1 mention not 
to thee ſeveral ſmall Skirmiſhes, which continually 
happen, yet this is what is moſt conliderable : 
Some Troops of young Soldiers of the 1n1perial Ar- 
my, having taken ſeveral Cattle from the Sees, 
and made ſome Priſoners, had notice of the March 
of Colonel Sillard, who came from Frzrce, and 
brought a good Sum of Money for the Payment 
of the Troops. They went to meet kim,. and took 
It'5. 
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it, together with ſeveral Young Gentlemen Priſo- 
ners, all Men of Note; and, who had alſo a great 
deal of Money about them. At the ſame time, the 
Duke of Lorrain, a Prince of great Valour, who 
ſerves in the Imperialijts Party, has undertaken to. 
relieve Brizac, which he knew was reduced to the 
utmoſt Extrem.ty : And, having choſen, for this 
Deſign, Forty Companies of Foot tor a Convoy 
of Proviſions ; and, being on his March, he met. 
with the Duke of Wimar, And this 1s the ſhort of 
the Story : The Prince was ftill indiſpoſed, by rea- 
ſon of his late Sickneſs ; yet, this could not hinder 
him from embracing this Occaſion, which he be- 
lieved to-be of great Importance to his Party ; he - 
got therefore on Horſeback, and marched up to. 
the Duke. 

The Combat laſted Five Hours, and Z:rrain did. 
all that could be expeQed from a brave and expe» 
rienced Commander. But, he was conſtrained to 
yield to the Duke's Fortune, and retire into a 
Wood, with what he could ſaye of his Troops ; 
and, the Suedes Courage was not a little increaſed 
by ſo great an Advantage, which will certainly be 
attended with the Surrender of Brizac, The Luke 
of Wimgr remaine1 Maſter of the Field, having 
entirely defeated'the Imperialiſts Foot, and put the 
Duke of Zorrain's Horſe into a horrid Diſorder : 
There ay above Twelve Hundred dead on the 
Place, and all the Baggage, together with the 
Ammuniridn; fell into the Hands of the Conque- 
ror. A Man would think, Illuftrious Xaimakarm, . 
that the God Mars has united: himſelf with this 
Captain: for, notwithſtanding the Weakneſs of 
his Body, he performs every Day moſt Heroick 
Ations, with his valiant Soldiers, who. are ready 
to-undertake any Thing, when he is at their Head, 
Whether this happens fi om his not valuing of Life, 
or bis. Thirſt after Honour ;, yet, ſo. it is, m_ 
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That he cannot live without nouriſhing himſelf 
with Vigories; and,he begins already to equal the 


famous Guſtavus, under whom he has learn'd his' 


Trade. Yet he has loſt, notwithſtanding his Dili. 
gence, Two Forts he built on the Rhzne 5, which, if 
he retakes, *twill not be without the Coſt of 
much Blood on both Sides. The Germans have 
already loft Sixty Thouſand Men there , amongſt 
which there were Four Hundred drowned. 

The Extremities of Brizac,of which we have al. 

ready private Advices, 1s at preſent known by all 
the World. The Swedes intercepted, the laſt Moon 
of Ofober,a Letter from the Governor to the King 
of Bungary, wherein he laid open his Condition, 
and told him plainly, That Places which wanted 
Men, ViQuals, and Ammunition, could not be de- 
fended but by a Miracle ; adding, That the beft 
Officers and Soldiers were already dead ; and 
thoſe that were alive, were either ſick, or lay 
wounded,and ſo greatly tired,that they could do no 
Service; and beſides, their Vittuals would laft but 
Twelve Days. He ſeemed afterwards, to-reproach 
him for letting the Time ſlip, in which he had pro. 
mifed him a Rance - and put him in mind, he did 
not believe he could hold out to the 4th.of the Moon 
of September; being reduced to ſuch Extremities, 
that he durft not mention Particulars, left his Let- 
- ter ſhould fall into other Hands. Obſerve the Im- 
prudence of the Expreſhons ; he dares not write 
all, and yet he writes more than: needs, to diſco- 
ver, that the Place will be infallibly taken. 

If thou beeft impatient to know the Surrender 
of Brizac, thou ſhalt be fatisfied by this Diſpatch. 
The Poft is now come, which brings News of the 
taking of this important Place, ani he has come 
hitherin Three Days. The Place was taken ac- 
cording to the Rules of War,ſurrendring the Ninth 
of the laft 2oon of this Year, according to the 
C brifitans 
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Chriſtians Style» The Governor procured yery 
honourable Terms;and truly, he ſuſtained the Siegs 
with all*the Vigor and Courage poſhble to the

Our Em- 
Pire may have one Day ſomething to fear, from ſg 
brave, ſo experienced, and ambitious a Captain, 
were he at leiſure. But, Germany 1s ſo large a 
Country, ſo full of ftout Men, and contains (0 
many great Towns, and thoſe ſo well fortified, as 


will afford him Work enough, without troubling 


Us. 

'Tis pleaſantly ſaid here, That the Emperors of 
Germany will no more fleep quietly ; tor, in loſing 
Brizac, they have loſt their Pillow on which they 
reſted ; and, 'tis thought, France may one Day 
unite this Conqueſt to her Crown. The great God

To the ſame, 


P74 R 1S, where I live, is a very healthful City, 
and ſo are all the Places thereabouts, free from 
Peftilential Airs ; and yet there oft happens ſud- 
den Deaths, as well asat Conſtantinople; and, they 
die here likewiſe of Joy. I will relate to thee what 
I have partly ſeen, and not what I have heard, to 
happen in Zondon, the moſt ancient, and chiefeft 
City of the Kingdom of England : A rich old Man 
falling ſick, and lying on his Death-Bed, ſent to 
his only Son, living at Paris, where he ſpent 'his 
Time in Pleaſures, to come over, that he might, 
with his Eftate, give him his Bleſſing. Think 
what News this was to a Young Man, to whom 
the Life of a Father was troubleſome, as being an 
Obftacle to his Liberty; and, who waited his 
Death, to take his Swing of all the Pleaſures, which 
his corrupt Nature makes him reſpett as his Sove- 
reign Good. This Young Man intending to.get 
upon Horſeback, to run where he was called, found 
himſelf.embarked for a Voyage, which he did not 
deſign to make 5 he fell dead on the Place, and 1 
ſaw him in the ſame Inſtant, wherein he was living, 
and healthful; to expire. Were I of the Se& of our 
Philoſopher Muflaadin Saudi, T1 would tell thee, It 
matters not, whether one dies ſuddenly, or lan- 
guiſh a long Time z whether,a Man dies in his B=d, 
or at the Gallows. But, I being none of Zeno's Diſ- 
Ciples; and knowing no Peripatetick, or Philoſopher, 
amongſt ſo many SefFs that were in Greece, who 
diſputed, Whether Life or Death was to be pre- 
ferred : So, exp*& not from me any Arguings 
on the Morals of thoſe Greeks, nor yet of _—_— 
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fans. But, if Death be ſuch a terrible Thing, en- 
deavour to live in ſuch a Manner, that it way never 
affright thee, whenit ſhall approach thee, or when 
thou ſhalt ſee it invade others ; expeCting it at all 
Times, and in all Places. Doft thou know by what 
Herb, or by what ſecret Magick Charm I do not 
fear it ? *Tis by the leading of an Innocent Life. 
Here is publiſhed, and that with great Reaſon, the 
laft Words of a Man of great Birth ; who died when 
he was very Old, by a Wound he received. He 
had ſerved divers Kings in Places of the higheſt 
Truſt; and being mortally wounded in a Battel, 
mark what he ſaid to thoſe that exhorted him 
to die like a good Chri/jtian, and with the ſame 
Courage he had ſhewed in Life : His Reply was, 
That a Man who had lived well Fourſcore Tears, can- 
not be to ſeek how to die well for a Quarter of an Hour. 
This great Man, who was a famous Soldier, was alſo 
a true Philoſopher ; and I might ſay, he was a Sazrr, 
had he been of our Religion, I believe, he wasa moſt 


; edifying SpeQacle, and -the more conſiderable, in 


asmuch as the Example he gave of dying well, is 
more valuable, than that which he gave in ſo many 
Battels of courageous Fighting. He was called 
Anne de Montmorancy, Conſtable of France ; whoſe 
Life Thad the Curiofity of reading ;, being to be 
found in the Hiſtory of the Civil Wars of that 
Kingdom. | 

But, before T end this Letter, let me denote to 
thee, the Difference there is between the Effetts of 
Griet and Joy. The Meſſenger from England, of 
whom I already ſpake, finding at his Return, the 
Uld Man, whom he had lett dying, ftill alive; 
he gave him ſuch a ſtrange Stroke, by telling to 
him the Death of his Son, that Grief having van- 
quiſhed the Aﬀaults of Death, reſtored to this 
unhappy Old Man, that Strength he had loſt in 
bis Health 3 ſo that coming himſelf, ſome Days 
aſter, 
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aſter,to Paris, I ſaw him bewail the Loſs of his on. 
Iy Son, 

F He that ſaid heretofore, 4 man ſhould learn all j 
Life 10 die well, uttered no ftrange DoGrine, Our 
Days will laſt long enough,if we be ready to ſay, 
_ atall times, We have lived enough : And if we love, 

as we ought, our great Emperor,who 1s Invincible, 

Holy, and the moſt Juſt amongſt Men : And, if we 
obſerve what a French Peaſant aid to all thoſe that 

paſſed before his Door ; Never deny your Affſtance 

and never do any Body any Hurt. 

Let thou and I number our Days, (as was prea. 
ched heretofore in the Seraglio,to the white Eunuch 
by the Perſian, whoſe Eyes were put out becauſe he 
ſaw too clearly. ) He always infifted on the Short. 
neſs, Uncertainty,and YVanity of Humane Life,He ſaid, 
*T was ſhort, conſidering what we had 10 do in it ; wn 
certain as to what we ſhall doin it ; and always mix 
with what we have done, and what remains for ust1 
do. Teach not thy Son Mebemet yet., for whom thou 
haft ſo much AﬀeQion, theſe Frecepts. Children 
have not that Ripeneſs of Judgment, as is neceſſy 
ry, to hear Diſcourſes of Death: they are too hard 
Bits for their Stomachs; and, which indeed Old 
Men can hardly digeſt ; and which they ſwallow 
not without feeling all the Bitterneſs of them. 

I pray God keep the Imperial City, with thoſc 
that dwell in it, and ſhelter it from the Storms 
which fall on infamous Cities ; and I beſeech him, 
thou mayft live without Offence, that thou mayſt 
never fear i eath.

But 1 
may tell thee, there's no i2ay, wherein in this great 
Town, a great quantity of Fools do not teach 
Wiſer than themſelves, Things they have becn ever 
Ignorant of ; for the Gibbets and Scaffolds, ſet up 
for the Puniſhment of the Guilty, hinder the De- 

-Atcution of a great many People, whoſe Innocen- 
Cy is preſerved by theſe kind of Spectacles. Here 
the Poor, who had heretofore plentiful Subſiftences, 

| teach good Husbandry ; the Proud, Humility ; the 
debauched with Women, Chaſtity. 

I believe, there is no Part ofthe World, where 
there are more Thieves and Pick pockets, and

Phyficians are ata loſs to find ont 
the Cauſes of theſe horrible Fires, which. are vo- 
mited up: at certain times by Mount Gibel, Strom- 
boli, and Yeſuvius; Mountains: in Sicily, not far 
from Naples, whoſe Roots ſeem to ſpring from 
Hell ; whente ariſe often filthy Exhalations, 
Smoaks and Sulphur, with Flames which caft up 
tones and Aſhes to the Clouds, 

Tis known, I believe at Conſtantinople, That 
towards the Beginning of the Moon of February, 


-there was loft near Naples a little Ifland, that had 


Four Miles in Compaſs. It's related as a Thing 
G&rtain, That after this Iſle was ſuddefily ſwallow- 
ed down into the Sea, the Fire which it included 
not finling its uſual Vent, there was opened 
ſome Days after, a new Way along the Coaſts of 
Calzbria, near Meſſina, There did it appear, ba- 
ving firſt cauſed an horrible Earth-quake, which

overthrew a great Pile. of Building, which the 
Chriſtians call a Steeple, that belonged toa princi- 
pal Church; which buried under its Ruinsa vaſt 
Number of People, whoſe Devotion had at that 
Time brought thither.

If I do what thou propoſeſt, how ſhall I befure 
of not failing, ſeeing I do not underſtand what 1 
ought to do? I am fo gull, that I cannot ou 
gui 
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ouiſh, Whether thou exhorteſt me to co what 
have eyer done, or whether thou forbiddeft me 
what Iaſked of thee. 
1 intreated th-e to let me know, Whether I 
might live amongft the Chriſtians, and do in Ap- 
pearance, what they do effectually in the Obſer- 
'yance of the Ceremonies of their Religion : And 
thou anſwereft me, That the Circumciſed, or Faith- 
ful, ſhould have no Doubt in his Law, and needs 
no other Precepts to obſerve it, than the Law it 
ſelf : Moreover, That the true Miſulman muſt be 
willing to loſe his Eftate, his Lif-, and Honour in 
the Sultan's Service; That the Chriſlians are Enes» 
mies to the True Go, the Emperor, and Reli- 
gion; and, that, in fine, one ought to ſacrifice all 
Things not to betray this God, who is our chief 
Mafter. Tell me, I intreat thee on my bended 
Knees, Cannot a Man be a True Mabomeran, with- 
out hating eternally the Followers of Feſus ? And © 
in living amongft them ſecretly a True Muſulman, 
muſt one ſhew ones ſelf to be of another Religion, 
or pretend to be of theirs? Thou wilt tell me, the 
Alcoran ſpeaks with great Clearneſs, yet how many *

now-very old Men. have (crved King Henry above 
Thirty Years, and ever held a ftrict Correſpot 
dency:with one another, One was his Barberz 
and: the other's Buſineſs was to divert him with 
reading to him, when he was going to Reſt. 
That which is related of Aenry's coming mtq- 
the World without weeping, is certainly a Fable 
but it is certain, the Queen of Navarr, his M0+ 
ther, ſung a French 5ong, in the Time of his Birth;

out Cryinz out. The firſt milk which this Royal 
Babe dran!:, was an Ambroſia, which the Gods of 
our Friend, the Poet Oglou, never taſted. His 
Father made him drink in a Golden Cup, of the 
ſtrongeſt Wine that could be gotten, wherein, Ie 
put and ſqueezed a Clove of Garlick, which be 


thought proper to ſtrengthen his Temperane,

mrds bred up like Cyrus; ſpending his firft Days 
n Woods, and oftentimes in the Company of 
epherds. He went always with his Head bare, 
whether expoſed to the ſcorching Heats of the 
wmaers Sun, or during Winter, tothe Rain,and 
moſt rigorous Frofts, Snow and Hail.

He was but Nine Years old, when he loft his 
Father Anthony, King of Navary.

of the Chamber, wherege lay, to be broken down, 
that he might be carried into his own Bed,: dying 
as1t were in Triumph, into the Town * miſerable 
ambition of Great men, who ſtrip not themſelves 
of it till Death ſtrips them of their Lives. Seyen- 
Years after the. Death of Anthony, the Young Henry 
was declared Head, and Defender of the Zugonot 
Party ; and when Eighteen Years old, he was in 
« conſiderable Fight ; but 'tis not well known,whe- 
ther he himſelf was engaged. Fortnne was ſo 
contrary to him in the Beginning, that having loft 
a Battle, he was obliged to fly for Six Months, 
fogether with the reft of his Army ;, and totra- 
verſe almoſt throughout all the - Provinces of the 
Kingdom, without taking any Reft, for fear of 
being ſurprized. Thou haft never read, I believe, 
of any Captain that made a Flight of that durance, 


|before him. The Queen his Mother, being a Wo- 


man of. a Maſculine Courage, and Firmneſs of 
Mind,died poyſon'd by a Pair of Gloves. At Nine- 
teen Years of Age, he married theKing's Sifter,who

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then Reigned, named Charles 1X. and never at. 


Wedding was ſolemnized with ſuch Bloody Trage. 
dies. 'Tis hard to. believe what an infinite Num, 
ber of Hugonots.was then maſſacred ; the Defign 
was ſecreily laid, during the Celebration ofthe 
Wedding, and. executed fix Days after, at ful 
Noon. *Tis ſaid, that in one Day, atl France wy 
died with the Blood of theſe poor People; therehe.

bly, ſhould make their Reſidence in the Capital

H Every 
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Every State was to. be obliged to furniſh a cer. 
tain Number of Troops, and Sum of Money tg 
make War againft the Turks: and, the Bufineſs of 
Poland and Swedeland ſhould be, to make War to. 
gether againft the Aoſcovites and Tartars. There 
were afterwards Three Generals to be choſen by 
common Conſent for the conquering of Aſia, One 
for the Sea, and Two for the Land : and Three 
Hundred Thouſand Foot entertained, with One 
Hundred and fifty Thouſand Horſe,and Four Hun- 
dred Pieces of Cannon; and the Naval Army was 
to confift of an Hundred and Fifty Veſſels,and one 
Hundred Galleys ; and a Fund was to be raiſed for 
this; of an Hundred Millions of Gold.

dithculteft Things in the World, And truly, no 
other Prince did that Honour to Mahomet, nor his 
Succefſors, But yet not finding his own Forces 
ſufficient to invade aud deftroy the Turkiſh Empire, 
he invented a Chymerical Proje& to find Poflihi- 
lity in a Thing whichever appeared impoſſible, 

in the very Moment I am Writing, I have re- 
ceived certain News of my Ruin.

terwards bade me g0 info a little Cloſet, where I 
ſhould find one of his Secretaries, who would need 
my Help ; where I had no ſooner entered, but the 
Secretary preſented me with a Turkiſh Manuſcript, 
to. turn into Zatiz or /talian, if 1 could not do it 
into French. I immediately tranſlated it into Latin, 
and will now inform thee ( wiſe Miniſter, and 
Governor of the Great Empire of the rrue Faith. 
ful) of the Contents of it. 7 
The Chriſtian Derviſes,called in France Cordeliers, 
keep,as thou knoweft, in Feruſalem, the Sepulchre 
of their Meſftas, by a Privilege which Zelim the 
Conqueror of Paleſtine granted them. Theſe Reli- 
tous, have neither Peace nor Truce with the Greek 
Chriſtians, and they have ſuch Difference together, 
as are of i!)

The Chriſtian Deyviſes, haye repreſented a great 
many things to this Cardinal, to authoriſe their 
Pretenſions againſt the Greeks, by Means of | the 
French Emi;zaſſador, They not only reproach the 
Greeks with ſeveral Injuftices and Violences, but 
accuſe the Cad?'s of Cruelty and Tyranny ; and the 
Souldiers which guard Feraſalem, of inſupportable 
Exattions. Thou ſhouldeft be throughly informed, 
whether theſe Complaints be on Juſt Grounds: _ 
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they affirm, their Patience is beyond the Cruelty 
of the Officers thou employeſt ; yet, that they 
anno longer ſuffer the Inſolencies which are now 
put on them,and are on the Point of hazarding all 
by a Stroak of Deſpair. It does not belong to me, 
tobe Advocate in the behalf of theſe who are ſub- 
mitted to thy Authority,and eſpecially of thoſe who 
ought to bear the Yoke of the Mabomerans ; but, 
tis the Duty of Mahmur,thy Creature, to inform 
thee of the true Circumſtances of affairs which 
come to his Knowledge, Yet, it the Oppreſſion 
of the Derviſes be ſo great as they make it, thou 
that art the true Light which enlightens the Em= 
pire of the Faithful, and ſcattereft the Darkneſs 


vit, thoa wilt not permit thoſe that live under the 


publick Faith to be oppreſt ; and that Four wretch- 
ed Greeks ſhall be the Cauſe of ſuch Diſorders as 
my happen in Pakſtine, the Complaints of which 
have reached the Ears of the greateſt Princes in 
Exrope, and to whom ſuch things may give falſe 
Ideg's, of the Government of thoſe who are choſen 
by God to command all the World.

Attention, they are as pleaſant as profitable 
for Muſtapha's Uſe ; who will find tbis great King, 
to have had an Invincible Courage in Adverſity, 
and great Clemency and Generofity, when he was 
in:his Proſperity ; he was 'Valour it ſelf amongſt 
the Soldiers, Wiſe and Pleaſant amongft his Cour- 
tiers, Terrible in Battels, Eafie and Free amongſt 
the Ladies, full of Heat when any Adtion offered 
it ſelf, and Courteous and Aﬀable to all ſorts of 
People. 

Henry died in the ſame Manner as moſt of our 
Sultans, that is to ſay, a Violent Death. - He had 
lived Fifty Seven Years and ſome Months, and 
reigned about Twenty Years. Several of his 
Courtiers named him, like the Firſt Ceſar, Al 
Womens Husband ; becauſe 'twas believed, he ne- 
ver ſaw any that he fancied, but he obtained her.

" Hewas ſo impatient at Play, ' when he loft, that 
he ſcemed to be as much concerned at the Loſs of

he has often carried on this Humour to that De- 
gree, as to drive Afſ-s laden with Fruit, and ſomes 
times carry a Truſs of Hay on his Shoulders.

Troops, 
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Troops, and his Enemy -having very numeray 
Armies ; the general Peace he gave to Europe; the 
Reconciliation of the Yenetians with the Latin 
Church, which had Excommunicated them ; and 
the great Project I ſpake to thee about in my fore. 
going Letter, 
The Pope's Nuntis having one Day asked hin

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Wife : He ordered a Cook, who was wont to 
dreſs this DoFor's Vituals, to give him nothing

; and, That Mecanas's patronizing abd recompenting 


Luſtrious Men that — in Reme inal _ 
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had rendred his Name Immortal , together with 
that of his Sovereign. 


He bewailed the great Pains he had taken, to ob- 


tain the Command of others, and for his having 
learnt nothing himſelf ; affirming, It had been bet. 
ter for him'to have learnt to command himſelf. He 
was alſo wont to ſay , That a Wiſe Prince ought 
never to refuſe a Peace, unleſs it be found more 
prejudicial than War. 

Being one Day converſing with the Spaniſh Em. 
baſſador, he began to walk very faſt, and per. 
ceiving the Aſtoniſhment of this Miniſter ; You ſe, 
ſays he,chat 1 can ſtill mount on Horſebackgand march 
012 Foot tao if” it be neceſſary , and that the Gout has 
not deprived me of the uſe of my Legs. His Valour 


was ſo admirable, thar a Grandee of Spain, being 


at a Ceremony, wherein the Sword of this Prince 
was Carried naked before him, he topt openly him 
that carried it, and kiſt it, ſaying, He did this Ho 
nour to the Sword of the Firſt and Chiefeſt Captain 
-of the World. | 

A Chymift, one Day preſented him with a 
Receipt to change Lead into Gold ; to whom 
he anſwered , in making a great empty Coftr 
to be brought to him ; When thou haſt filled this 
Coffer with the Metal thou talkeſt of , come to me, 
and 1 will give thee as much Lead as thou wilt 
have. 

Being at Fountain-Blearv, a Place famous ſince 
ſeveral Ages, and ſhewing all the Buildings ther: 
to a foragn Prince, who told him, when he had 
ſhewed hum the Chapel, 7hat he had lodged Gol 
in too narrow a Compaſs : He anſwered, That 
was better lodged in the Heart, than in great Edifit 
of Stone. 


When he drew the Deſigns againſt the Mi | 


ſelmons , which I mentioned in my other Let 
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he did an Attion of Generoſity very beneficial 
to the Moors , who were driven out of Sparr ;5 
permitting above Fifty thoufand Men, who had 
paſt the. P7rences, to embark themſelves in the 
Ports of Provence, and Languedoc, to retire It- 
to Africk. T cannot call to mind that Time, 
without bewailing the Loſs of a Million of Per- 
ſons, who periſhed by diverſe Accidents and Mt- 
ſeries. 

After a Battle, wherein Henry ran a great Has 
zard ; he ſaid, He had often foug ht for Vitory, but 


-at this Time he fought for his Life. 


He had uſed more Boots than Shooes, and he 
vaunted he had been Jeſs Time in Bed, than the 
Duke of Magenne had been at Table ; this latter 
commanding then the Army of the League. 

This King defired to be thought a real PFa- 
ther to his SubjeRs ; he therefore applyed him- 
ſelf in ſearching- the Means of redreſling the infa« 
mousAbuſes of the Barr; bur, he advanced not mucls 
Inthe Buſineſs; whatever Care he uſed ; it being 1m» 
poſſible for him to bridle the Covetovinels of the 
Lawyers, and to hinder the Length of Suits, or cor- 
ret the Injuſtice of 544ges, to leave nothing to be 
done by his Succeſſors, He ſcemed to be much 
troubled many times, when he ſpake of theſe kind 
of Things, in that there were in Par/s more Courts 
and Lawyers, than in all the vaſt Empire of the 
Turks; his Deſign being, after the Example of the 
Myſulmans, to make all Suits, which were everlaſt- 
ng, by the Knavery of the Lawyers,to be decided in 
Three Days. And he therefore deſigned alſo to burn 
the Books of all thoſe -, who had written infinite 
Commentaries on this Subjz& ; which ſerved on» 
ly to ruin the People, and cauſed often Times a- 


' mongſt Relations ,- Fri?nds , and Netghbours, 


ſuch Broils, as may be faid to dv more Miſchief 
I 2 than 
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than a Civil War. He affirmed, That in imitating 
herein the Turks, he ſhould uſe his SubjeRs as his 


real Children; and hinder them from —_— | 


one another ; That he would cauſe ſharp Nails an 
Raſors to be faſtened to the Seats where the Judges 
fate, that thoſe who ſuffered themſelves to be cor- 
rupted, might fir thereon ; and indeed, in this par. 
ticular, I cannot but wonder at the Chriſtians Blind- 
neſs. 

We ſee oftentimes decided in one only Cam- 


' paign, the Differences of T'wo great States ; but 


a Suit in Law for T'wenty Sequins ſhall often laſt a 
Mans whole Life, and perhaps be entailed on his 
Heirs. | 

But hear a remarkable Example of the Since- 
rity of his Sovereign. There were who would 
have perſwaded him to have apprehended the 
Duke of Szwoy, who came to Paris to termi- 
nate fome Differences he had with him. He ark 


{wered , thoſe that adviſed him with this, That , 


Francis I. one of his Predecifſors had learnt him, 
A Prince was more obliged to ao what he had pri- 
miſed, than to obtain what he defired; that 'twas in 
« his power to have apprehended a Prince far more can- 
fiderable, but would not do it, ſuffering the Emperir 
Charles V. zo paſs out of his Kingdom, who had com 
therein on his Word; after this , added he ball 
Henry give ſuch an Example to Princes ? If the 
Duke of Savoy has often broke his Ward with me, it 
aoes not therefore follow I muſt imitate him ; Crimes 
can never be authoriſed by Examples. "The ſame 
Duke of Savoy having asked him, What Revenue 
he drew from his Kinzdom ? He anſwered him in 
theſe Terms, 1 draw as much as 1 will, becaiſe | 
make my ſelf beloved; whence it is, that my Subjeiis 
count all our Eſtates are common. 

He anſwered very pleaſantly , to a Prince's En 
Vo}, 
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yoy, who came with a Complement of Condole- 
ance for the Death of his Son, who had been dead 
near a Year ; That he was no longer grieved at thas 
Liſs, ſeeing God had given him Two more ſince. 

A Captain of great Reputation having ſaid, Thar 


. th Kings Liberalities, tho ſeveral Times reiterated, 


would not oblige him to love him; Henry ſent him 
Word, He would heap ſo many Favours on him, thas 
he would force him at laſt. 

He often uſed this Proverb, That more Flyes avs 
token with a Drop of Hony, than a Tun of Vinegar. 

A Monk entertaining him one Day about Military 
Afﬀiirs ; Open your Breviary, Father, ſaid he,and ſbew 
me, where you learn'd theſe fine Leſſ3ns. 

One Day a Taylor preſenting bim with a Book 
of Politicks, he ſaid to the Chancellor, who was 
there preſent ; Monſieur Chancellor, cur me out 3 
Suit of Cloaths, here's a Taylor who underſtands your 
Trade , and tells me how 1 ſhall govern my King 
dom. h 

One Day when the Pope's Nuncio, was at a great 
Feaſt , where there were between Twenty and 


Thirty Ladies of great Beauty, he told this Prelate, 


He had been in ſeveral Battels ; but never found him= 
lelf tn ſo great Danger before. 

Nothing ſeems more agreeable , than the An- 
ſwer he made to the Proves of the Merchants of 
Paris, who was urgent with him to conſent to an 
Impoſt , which was to be laid on the Fountains 
of the Town, to furniſh the Expence of Forty De= 
paties of the Switzers, who came into France to 
renew their ancient Alliance with this Kingdom ; 
and his Anſwer was, That this Magiſtrate ſhould 
find ſome other Expedient, than to change Wa- 
ter into Wine ; which was a Miracle that never 
any Body wrought but Zeſus Chriſt , who is, as 
thon knoweſt, the Chriſtian's Saviour ; and for thy 
furcher InſtruRion, 'tis neceſſary for thee to know, 
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The Switzers love Wine above all Things-1n the 
World, and that not without Reaſon. 

This Prince went to the Wars at the Age of Fif. 
teen, and at Seventeen killed an Enemy ; and in 
the Year fol!/owing, he ſaved"the Life of one of his 
Captains, and had his Horſe killed under him. He 
was jn Five Battles, and 1n more than an Bundred 
Combars, and at the Siege of above Two Hundred 
Places. He ſuſtained Seven different Wars, in 
which his Enemies acknowledged, that he had Fif- 
ty Five Armies upon him at ſeveral Times, and in 
a;Ferent Places ; and always obtained ſome conſi- 
arable. Advantage. 

Thoſe that have given him the Term of Gre, 
kave given him his true Name. He was highly 
citeerned by all Nations, and thon knoweſt ve 
wel}, that our SY#ars, theugh the mightieſt Mo- 
narchs in the Univerſe , have adaured this great 
Prince's Fortune and Valour. 

Abore biity Hiſtorians have written his Life ; 
above Five Hundred Poets have publiſhed bis 
Praiſes. 

I will lezve thee at preſent, the Liberty of com- 
paring this King with thoſe , whom thon wilt 
chooſe from amongſt rhe Hero's. 

If Mahimet XI. has not done more than him, he 
may be compared to him in Warlike Adﬀions, with 
this Difference , That King Hcary conquered the 
Gauls who were of his Patiinony, and Mahomet 
congu: red Twelve Kingdoms and an Empire, be- 


cauſ: he was perſwaded, that all the Earth belonged . 
to him. H:ury ſabdued the City of Paris, and Ma-' 


heme: made himſelf Maſter of Conſtantinople. 

The King of France Icft an infinire Number 

of Marks behind him of his Grand#ze , on Marble, 

and in the Writings of Famous Authors; and 

Aajomet leſs only on his Tomb, thoſe _ 
&W 
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ſhewed what he had deſigned to execute, butnever 
could do it ; which was, to take Rhodes, and ſubdus 
proud /ta/y. 
We muſt alſo acknowledg, there was never found 
in any Mahometan Prince, the admirable Clemency 
of Henry ; ſhewing himſelf herein greater, than in 
vanquiſhing his Enemies. Contrary to Mahomer, 
who ſhewed only great Kindneſs to an Ox, whom 
he cauſed to be carefully fed , becauſe he would 
never forſake the Tomb of his Mater, whom this 
Prince had killed ; abiding always by it, and ex- 
preſſing his Sorrow by horrible Belowings. In 
all other Occaſions, he was very cruel ; far from 
the Humour of this French King, who heapt Bene- 
fits on thoſe, who drew Blood of him. Mahometr, 
by a barbarous Cruelty , cauſed the Bellies of 
Twenty of his innocent Pages to be ript open, 


to difcover him that had eaten a Mzlon in his Gar= . 


den. 
Henry was a great Lover of Ladies, and'an ex- 


tream Admirer of that Sex ; and Mshomer jealous 


of the too great Bzauty of his Miſtriſs, cur off her 
Head himCIf in a full D:ven And farther, if Mzho- 
met gave in the Eaſt a great Example of Juſtice, im 
putting his own Son to Death , for deflowring the 
Daughter of the Boſſa Achmat in a Bath 3 Henry 
gave 2 greater in his own Perſon, in repairing ar 
the Head of his Army , the Outrage offered ro a 
young Girl, from whom he could not fear any 
vexatious Conſequences. | 

Be ſure,however, ro be filent in thefe Judgments 
I make, and ſhew thy ſelf diſcreet, if rhou jatent- 
eſt to hold any Correſpondence with me.

This Reſta- 
bliſhmenr is owing to the Valour and Condut of 


| Count Harcourt, who has ſuſtained and repelled rhe 


Afaults of Two Armies, ſtronger in Number than 
his own, This Captain, has made his Name as fa- 
mous in 7taly, as were heretofore thoſe of rhe He» 
1's of Rome and Athens, The Marquiſs of Lega- 
xx undertook. the Siege of Cazail, an importranr 
Place belonging ro the Duke of Manoa, ſituated 
on the famous River of Po in Italy. Count -Har- 
court nor being able with all his Army to pur Suc- 
cours into the Place, -he rook the Parry of forcing 
himſclf the Befieged, entring on Horſeback inco 
the Lines with his Sword in his Hand, where he 
was followed by ſome of his Gentlemen, The 
Spamiards being ſurprized 'and aſtoniſhr, found no 
Safery bur 1n Retreat,which they made diſorderly ; 
and the French under ſuch a Captain, bore away 
that day, the greateſt and moſt glorious Vigory 
they ever won In Jtaly. 

If thou requireſt an Account of me of whar has 
_ in Germany, I can tell thee, that the War has 

encarryed on there this Year with equal Succeſs 
and Lofles to borh Parcies, ro whom Fortune has 
been ſomerimes fayourable,and otherwhiles conrra- 
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But I am informed, there's.a defign of making 
a grear Aſſembly at Cologn, to reſtabliſh a Peace a- 
mongſt all che Chriſizan Princes ; and that the King 
of France has named for his Plenip1tentiary there, 
the Cardinal Julius Mazarin, an Ttaltan by Nation, 
a Man of great Parts, and experience in Buſineſs, 

' Prince Caſarmmr 1s ſer at Liberty,ar the Intreary of 
the King of Poland his Brother, and has been fince 
well received by the King, who mace him Dine ar 
his Table,and preſenred him with a rich Diamond, 
The Town of Arras, which the French have taken 
in the Spaniſh Netherlands, is of great Importance, 
and is a conſiderable loſs to the Cath»/ick King,who 
will give great Reputation to his Enemies, that 
have taken che Place in the figh' of a great Army, 
commanded by the Cardinal Infai.., Governour of 
the Low Countries z which Conqueſt has mightily 
raiſed the French Courage, and encreaſed the Glory 
of their Prince.

Flames, and reduced to nothing 3 with ſuch Riches, 
Goods, Houſhold-ftuff, and incftimable Merchans 
dizes, publick Regiſters, and choice Matuſcriprs, 
whole Loſs can never be repaired, being become 
the Prey of this Element which devours all things, 
Burt thou and I are nor rhe firſt, neither ſhall be 
the laſt, who bewail the Ruines of aur Coun. 
try. How many Towns in Aſia, how many in 
Greece, have been ſwallowed up in an inſtant by 
dreadful Earthquakes ?

If thou accepteſt of 
the Crown,the Kingdom juſty belongs to thee ; andif 
thou dareſt not receive it, we will chooſe another Sove- 
reign, of greater Reſolution, and who is willing to 
command us, The Scepter ſhakes in King Philip's 
Hand, by reaſon of the Wars made againſt him from

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: what Fortune preſents thee, thou wilt be oblged againſt 
thy Will to obey another : Neither the Nobility, the 
\Clergy, nor the People will any longer ſuffer the Ar 
rgance of the Caſtilians. . 1t belongs to thee at pre- 
:ſent to declare, Whether than wilt reign, and be a 
happy Prince. All. the faithful Portugueles breath 


-after thee, and deſire thee for their Soveraign. Ree 
I ſolve to accepr of what is ſo advantages, and let us 


- alone for the executing of our parts. 
Dom Fuan anſwered coldly, to fach a bold Pro- 
ſition ; more affrighted ar the Peril there was-in 
ſuch an Enterprize, than flattered with #he Hopes 
of poſſeſſing a Kingdom. 
_* But, in another Conference, wherein the Duke 
was told, the Conſpirators were reſolved to raiſe 
-0n the Throne another King; if he came not to 
{ a ſpeedy Reſolution : the Dutcheſs his Wife, who 
has a Man's Heart , and is more couragious than 
'ber Husband, coming into the Converlation,thus 
ſpake to him with great Aſſurance : | 
uh Wh the Catholick King has ſent for thee a- 
gain to Court ; at Madrid thou wilt certainly meer 
with thy Death, and in receiving the Crown which 
& offered thee , thou art ſtill in danger of it: but 
if thou muſt periſh , which way ſoever thou turneſt 
thy ſelf; is it not more honourable to dye a King in 
thine own Country, than to dye with Chaing in a Prie 
ſon by the Hands of thine Enemy ? 
= $0 courageous a Diſcourſe brought Dom Fuan 
to a Reſolution ; wherefore he ſent Word to the 
Nobility, of his Readineſs to comply with them. . 
- The Confpirators were ready at the hour ap- 
pointed, for the Execution of their Deſign. Bein 
well armed, and each of them accompanied wit 
a good Number of Young Men, who were to fol- 
low them, although they knew not the Deſign : Ag 
ſoon as ever the Signal was given, they all ſer 
forth from the Places _—_ they were aflembled 
al 
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and thoſe that were fartheſt diſtant, joyned the 
neareſt, and all together ſoon poſſeſſed themſelves 
of the Falace of the Vice-Quecn ; they immediate- 
Iy made themſelves Maſters of the Guard, finding 
no reſiſtance from them, and this without ſpilling a 
Drop of Blood, or doing any Violence. They after- 
wards cryed out altogether, Long live the New King, 
D. Juan de Braganza, and let them aye that govern 
z11, They fiezed on the Yice=Nxeen, and entreated 


her to retire into an Apartment, where ſhe ſhould 


be treated with the Reſpe& due to a Princeſs, but 


not. obeyed as having Authority ro command 


them. 

Paſconcelli , who knew himſelf faulty, and to 
whom his Conſcience reproached his Crimes, in 
this moment hid himſelf in a great Prefs, under an 
heap of Papers; where, having been diſcovered 
by an old Woman, he had immediately his Throat 
cut, and his Body thrown out at a Window ; where 


he ſerved for ſome time a May-game to the People, 


who left not one Part of his Body free from ſome 
Mark of their Indignation. 

One of this Miniter's Domeſticks, threw himſelf 
out at the ſame Window his Maſter was thrown; 
not in a deſign of following his Parte, bur of faving 
himſelf ; and he dyed without its being known, 
whether 'cwas by his Fall,or the Musket-ſhot which 
he received. 

The Confederates, with as little trouble,ſeizing on 
the Gallies and other Veilels in the Ports, whence 


they drove the Spaniaras ; they afterwards com- '| 
manded the 7rce-Queen to retire. This Princels F' 


thought ſhe ought in this occaſion, to inſiſt on the 
Greatneſs of her Birth ; ſhe threatned the Conſpita- 
tors, and afterwards flattered them, affuring them 
of the Clemency of King Philip. She ſer before 
them the Greatneſs of his Power, and forgat not to 


; ſpeak of the Authority of his Favourite, who muſt 
ne

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needs be much offended in this Occaſion ; exagge- 
nting the Offence committed againſt her, both as 
2 Princeſs, and Depoſitory of the Ca: holick King's 
Power. Bur, as well her Promiſes as her Threats 
were in vain; and ſhe her ſelf was at length glad 
to accept Conditions from them, who a while be- 
fore, by: Connivance from the Prince, might have 
executed an Abſolute Power. 

. In Eight Days Time, all the C2/t:1:ans were ſub. 


\{ dued, or driven out of the Kingdom. All the - 


Forts were rendred,- without any trouble, to the 
new King, except the Caſtle of Sr. Foha ; which 
having made ſome flight Reſiſtance, was ſold for 
Forty Thouſand Crowns by the Governour. 

The Duke of Braganza appeared immediately af- 
terwards in the City of Lisbon, where the People 
ſoon ſhewed the AﬀeRion they had for him; the 
Priſon-Doors were ſet open, and all poor Debtors 
freed, and a great part of the Taxes taken off. Such 
an aſtoniſhing Succeſs, was attended with what e- 
vermight ſzt forth the Joy of the People, who ſo- 
kmnized the Feſtival with the Sound of Trumpets, 
{and the Noiſe of the Cannon, and by Shouts and 
' Acclamations, which reached up to Heaven, whom 
the Portzegueſes thanked for the Liberty which they 
believed they had recovered.

nemy's Country , where I muſt live like a Man, 
that is in continual Fear, amongſt People who ſeem 
co matter nothing. 


Thou art now above 5o Years of Age, and I nor 
above 32, and yet I know thou refle&eſt not much 
hereupon, thinking thou haſt ſtill a long time to 
live. - Thou art of a ſtrong Conſtitution, art a lo- 
ver of Pleaſures, ſearching them every where, 
without any thoughts of Death , who will ſpare 
thee no more than others, whoſe Health is decay. 
ed ; for he comes taking great ſtrides toward us all, 
Thou art very fortunate, I muſt needs fay, in con- 
ſerving in a Body ſo near Old Age, a young Man's 
Spirit ; which 1s far from my Diſpoſition : For 
when thou art in purſuit of Divertiſements, I am 
continually thinking of Death ; becauſe I believe I 
have lived too long. 

Should the King, or Cardinal, near whom I live, 
know this Night, that Mahmur, who writes to thee, 
is one of the Grand Signzor's Spies, I ſhould loſe my 
Life, perhaps, before the next Light ; yet , the 
fear of ſuch an Adventure, gives me no Diſquier 
having entirely ſacrificed my ſelf to the Maſter I 
ſerve, who commands all Men on the Earth.

Here 15 much talk about the Duke of Lov a7 ;

Tis ſaid moreover, that this Sovereign being 
come again into the King's Favour, who had given 
him a Fhouſand Teſtimonies of good Will, after 
what had paſſed in 1634, when this Court had great 
reaſons to complain of his Condu& ; he drew down 
again afreſh the Indignation of France upon him, 
by a Fault which cannot be excuſed. .

ever ſhe might find ; that he would be perpetually 
fix'd to the Intereſts of that Crown, and never hold 
any Correſpondence with the Honſe of Auſtria. In 


} conſideration of which , - Lewis ſhould re-eſtabliſh 


this Prince in his Eſtates, which he was to ſurren- 


| derentirely, bating ſome Places , and the Capital, 


called Nanci, which he would retain during the 
War, as a Pledge for the Performance of what he 
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| had ſworn to ; and, which yet was to be given up, 


after the Concluſion of the Peace. *Tis added, 
That this Sovereign, having occaſion to complain 
of the Spaniſh Miniſters, and the Grandees of this 
Nation, who carry on the War in Flanders ; he had © 
written to the Cardinal Infant, Governor of the Lon 5 
Countries, a Letter to this purpoſe, and very near 
in theſe Words : 

The King of France having required me, to joyn my 
Jelf with my Troops to his Army near Sedan ; 1 would 
not obey this puiſſant King, much leſs your Highneſs ; 


[ ſeeing the Towns ſubjeiF to the Spaniards, irear me as 
If 1mere an Enemy. The

commodation of the Duke of Lorrain ; which has 
had, like all the Works of Women, a direful E. 


vent. This Prince being become amorous of a 
French Lady, was for repudiating his lawful Prin- 


ceſs, to whom he owes all his Eftate ; beginni 
to ſeparate from her, thar he might give himſelf 
entirely to the Counteſs of Cantecroix, whom he us 
ſed as his real.Wife. 

Good People are ſorry for this Prince's Diſgrace, 
as believing his Condition to be paſt Remedy. The 
devout part ſay, That having been unjuſtly depri- 
ved of his Eſtates, God will work Miracles in his 
Favour ; conſidering, no leſs than Three Hundred 


Saints, as they fay, have been of his Family, which | 


muſt needs reconcile him to the Favour of Heaven; 
amongſt which , is the famous Godfrey of Bullen, 


who won fFeruſal:m, and all Paletine from the Sa- 


racens'; Whom we muſt own to have been a great 
Man, whether we conſider h& Courage , or Zeal 
for his Religion, which ought to make his Memory 
famous to all Ages. 

I can tel! thee nothing more certain on this Sub- 
je, having endeavoured to be infoxmed of whatTI 
' vrrite to thee, to ſatisfie thy Curioſity : and, what- 
ever I now recite , has paſt. in France with Jittle

are amongſt Men ; which make them at continual 
Defiance with one another, and keeps them in a 
continual Watchfulneſs over their Neighbours. 

'Tis this Liberty founded in Nature,which makes 
it lawful in time of War, to reſiſt and invade not 
only by open Force, but with all rhe ſecret Arts and 
$Stratagems that can be deviſed ; and, when a Man 
would avoid the Danger he is1n in fighting ,and has 
his Enemy in his Hands , he has right to uſe. all 
means to avoid him, and fecure himſelf from him. 

Thou wilt approve of theſe Reflexions, which 
ſhew chee the Natural Right thou haſt of commane« 
ding me, as being thy Infertour ; and, I hope, by 
what I have written,to have ſatisfied thy Curioſity ; 
and, by my Submiſſion and Obedience, to have given 
thee a Proof of my profound Reſpetts to thee.

Parts. He' was perfeQly killed in the Art of En- 
camping, and no body could ever better draw up an 
Army for Battel. His way of Retreat from before 


an Army ſtronger than his, muſt needs be admired - FL; 


by all the World. He ever choſe good Poſts ; and 
When once he was poſlleſs'd of them, he knew well 
how to keep them ; ſo that he was never defeated, 
whatever Forces his Enemy mighe bring aginſt him. 
He has deſtroyed Fourſcore Thouſand Men, in diffe- 
rent Rencounters ; and, Swedeland glories in having 
above Six hundred Standards.

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Theſe Mimnarchs alſo thought hereby to have - 
found out a way to defend themieives from rhe 
Importunities of the Grandees, Who voiten de- 
manded ſuch rhings which coald nor be granted 
withour Prejudice to the wholc Ringdom.

perors in the Palace of the Cardinal, for the Mar« 
riage of his Niece Mademoiſelie de Breze with the 
Prince of Conde's Eldeſt Son, called the Duke 
D* Angnien ; a Prince from whom the World expetts 
great things, and whom all France believes will 

rove one of the Famovſeſt Princes in Chriſtendom. 

The Catalonians are obſtinate in their Revolr ; 
their Depuries have bcen already ſeen in this 
Coart, to. enrreat a good Supply from this King 
and, ic is not to be doubted, but they will earneſily

Nothing can eſcape his vipgilant Care j 
he keeps his own Secrets ſo ſtri&ly, that his neareſt 
Friends cannot diſcover them, His Power and Au- 
thority are ſo great, thar the Princes of the Blood 
arc nothing in compariſon of him, and his Fame 
makes him as much reſpe&ed Abroad as at Home.

It was this Prin- 
ceſs whom I mentioned to thee, who was Widow 
to Victor Amadaus Duke of Sawoy, and Siſter to

The chief Morive, they lay, 
was, That he was carrying on ſome Deſigns againſt 
rhe Intereſts of this Crown with the Cardinal of 
Savvy ; whom *tis choughr , he would have married

Richlieu atrempred nor to carry off Count Philip, 
. £i!l having made ſeveral Tryals ro remove him 
from che Court of Turin, under the prerence of 
ſome Embaſſie, to which he would neyer conſent 

ſo thar his Oſtinacy coſt him his Liberty. 
The Dutcheſs greatly complains, and reproaches 
tie King her Brother with the Violation of the 
Eight of Nations and Sovereignty; but only her 
own Court are ſenſible co theſe Complaints, they 
being not heard in that of France z and her Em- 
£ ED baſlador 
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baſador has been ſeen there,in a ſupplicant Poſture, 
humbly ſuing for rhe Count's Liberty ; or that he 
might be ſent on an Embaſſie ro Rome; or ar leaft- 
wiſe, That in leaving the Caſtle of Vincennes, he 
might be impriſoned ſomewhere in Paris.

] did not ſeem to be much moved ar theſe Mer. 
Jchants Dealings with me 3 bur, I found a very ho- 
{neſt Capucin, who pur in me hopes of recovering 
the Geber thou ſeekeſt ; for, he aſſured me he ſaw ir 
in Caldee, or in the Fgyptian Language in a learn- 
Jed Man's Library,withourt giving me any Encourage.

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be my Opinion, that to labour profitably, one muſt follow 
Raymund Lully's Rules. This great Philoſopher af- 
firms,and I am of his Mind,That to make Gold,one muſt 
have Gold and Mercury,and Mercury and Silver to make 
Silver ; but, 1 underſtand by Mercury, that Mineral 
Spirit ſo refined and purified, that it aurifies the wer) 
Seed of Gola, and argentiſes that of Silver, Theſe 
are the very Words he ſpake ro me. 

Bur, in leaving me, I entreated him to tell me, 
Whether ir was eafje to attain ro the Accompliſh. 
ment of this Great Work, and what was necellary 
for thar Great End. 

He anſwered me, *Twas very hard, which made 
almoſt all People deſpair of compaſfling it ; there 
being very few People, on whom Heaven beſtowed 
the neceſlary Qualifications to acquire this precious 
Art; that theſe Qualifications conſiſted in being a 
true Philoſopher, and in being perfectly skilled in 
Nature, in having a Patience Proof againſt all Diſ- 
appointments ; and, that a Man ſhould be in the 
Flower of his Age, ſtrong, and vigorous, to endure 
Labour, well furniſh'd with Wealth, and 1ndefari- 
gable, Whercunto he added, That if any of thele 
Qualities were wanting, one might be certain, that 
the others would be fo alſo; That a Man who 1s 
unacqueinted with Nature, works like a blind Man 
And, that ſhould one fail of Succeſs, the Firſt, Se- 
cond, Third, Fourth, nay, Fifth, or Sixth time in 
rhe Operation, he is a Fool that then grows wez- 
ry, and does not again begin to ſer ar work, 
with rhe ſame Earneftneſs, and Hopes of Succels ; 
and that ſhould a Man want a vigorous Health, La- 
bour would weaken and make him faint ; and that, 
in fine, if one be without ſufficient Eftate, *cis 1m- 
Poſlible the Work fhould ſucceed ; which demands 
= entire Man, and ſuch a one as minds nothing 
Elie, 
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This Derviſe moreover told me, as a thing cer 
rain, - Thar ſeveral Perſons had attained to rhe Per- 
fetion of this Undertaking ; which employs fo greac 
a Number of Virtuoſo's, in all Parrs of the World : 
Forz were it nor ſo, there would not be thar 
Quantity of Go!d there 1s 3 for, all that of the In- 
ares was not ſufficient ro ſatisfie ſo many People, 
who mind nothing elſe bur gaining of It; and 
that, in fine, ſuch grear Treaſures which are heap'd 
up, and the Gold char runs in Tratftick, neyer came 
out of the Mjn:s which are in the Mountains, bur 
that a great ya.r has been made by Artiſts, Hz 
moreover aſſured me, Thar the Overſcers of the 
Mint 1n France affirmed, as a thing beyond all Que. 
ſiion, Thar there was more Gold brought to them, 
tzan ever caine from Foreign Parts; which made 
him conclude, that rhe Art is trac, and thar no 
Man need doubt that there 1s ſuch a Tiing as the

This Converſation, although interrupted, made 
me ceaſe being incredulous ; and if I were an H2re- 
tick in this Matter yeſterday, I begin now to have 
Faith, and believe, oniy *tis a Work extream diffi- 
culr; and I do no longer wonder,chere are {o many 
People who deceive others, withour any Deſign of 
doing it 3 and am not ſurprized, chey ſhoa!d apply 
themſelves ro all ſorts of Perſons, nor excepring 
Princes : For they believe ſtill,they ſhall meer with 
Succeſs; and not being able ro furniſh rhe Charges 
they muſt be ar, they uſe all ſorts of Tricks ro 
move thoſe whom Coverouſneſs renders,in this Oc- 
caſion, very caſic to be perſwaded ; and all in ge- 
neral meet in their Operations, wirh great Hunger, 
Cold, Labour, and Smoak. 

It ſeems, as if that which hindred thoſe who 
have been fortunate enough to attain the Perfe&tion 
of this Work,from communicating their knowledge 
in this Matter, Was- the dread of their Prince's 

Q 2 Power 3 
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Power 3; as having oft cxpericnced, that they ate 
jealous at the Riches of a private Perſon. Sove. 
reigns cannot. endure, that a mean Wretch, born 
amongft the Dregs of the Pcople, ſhould have in 
his Power wherewichal ro make himſelf happy and 
ſevcral others ; which obliges them ro deprive 
theſe Philoſophers of the means of working, and 
makes them lahour in ſecrer, and conceal rhem- 
ſelves with more care, when they have finiſhed 
their Work. Great Men cannot eafily ſuffer pri. 
varte Pecpie to become Mafters, by virtue of this 
Art,and todo all thoſe Wonders winch by this war- 
vellous Metal may be wrought in their Cloſcrs, 
without going.to Peru, and ratſacking there the 
Bowels of the Earch : They know very well, that 
this long'd for Gold, produces every thing 3 givcs 
Reputation 3; makes them follow one, who tled 
from a Man before, corrupts thoſe who appear the 
moſt incorruptible, opers. the ſirongeft Doors, 
overthroivs whole Armies, cauſes a Man to change 
his Mind in a womrent, makes him that was a poor 
Man, preſently talk Sentences. Nay, many Chriſt- 
ans afhrm this Metal to be ſo efficacious, thar it 
draws the Souls our of a doleful Abode,call'd Pur- 
gatory z ſo thar ir ſeems, as if ic appeaſed God's 
Wrath, and brings Men to Heaven. 

Theſe fore-mer.tioned Reafons, obliged rhe cruel 
Dzocletian to put ro Death as many Chz:1ſzs as could 
be found in Egypt ; ard at the ſame time to cauſe 
their Books to be burnt, left the People, who were 
naturally ingenious, being become tuo powerful by 
the Art of making Geld, ſhould undertake a War 
againſt the Roman Empire. Bur we fird, in the 
antient Writings of the Arabians, that Miſes having 
learn'd of God himſelf, the Art of perſeRly knowing 
Nature, and that of the Converfion of Metals, and 
making Gold, ro write in Letters form'd of this 
Meta), the Law he preſcribed rhe Iſraelites : - 
taught 
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'taughr ir to Carun, a poor Man, but his intimate 
Friend,and near Kinſman 3 who being become very 
rich by means of this Science, had heap' d up1mr:enſe 
Treaſures, ard built himſelf Forty Houle, which 

cre filled with Gold, Þyr were all ſwallowed up, 
and buried in the Earch by the Vertue of Moſe's Rod, 
with the Mafter of ther:, whom fo grear Riches 
hid rendred proud, and mage him think of- with= 
drawing himſ-lf from obeying this Great Servant of 
God , having failly accuſed bim before rhe People 
of divers Crimes, 2nd elvecizlly cf having abuſed a 
Virgin. 

Thelaft thing which was diſcovered in the Vene- 
tian Territories, was a preat Urn, found in an hol- 
low Cave.In chis Urn, which was confidera>ly large,

ver, of rhe ſaine Faiſhion, and a mon which ſeem'd 
to have burnt for many Ages.

Toole then who 
fay this Arr is fzlie, thar rhe Beginning of 1t 1s a 
Lye, the Midtie of the Work meer Fatigue, and 
the End B<gzery, have nor faid true rhemſelves 
and yer one cannot accuſe rhem, as having nog, in 
ſome ſort, ſpoke the Trurh,

Re parted from Z1sbon in the Year 1578. in the 
Deſign of re-eſtabliſhing on his Throne Muley Mehe- 
met, Cherifj of 4jrich, whom his Uncle Muley Abde- 
lemelech viould bereave of his Kingdom; bur in ef- 
fect to endeavour at the making himſelf Maſter of 
Barbary. 

His Army confifted of a Thouſand Sail, well fur- 
niſh'd with Proviſions, few Soldiers, but a great 
many Nobility. This Prince was nor abeve 25 years 
of Age, when he formed this Enterprize ; he was a 
ſirong bodied Man, of a moderate Stature, but 
well ſer; his Hair was yellow, his Eyes great, and 
full of Fire, his Courage was nor inferiour to his 
Strength, and he had no violent Inclination to 
Pleaſures, which generally take Men's oy off

venture of rhjs beautiful Slave ſhall be ended. I ſhall 
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from gallant Aﬀtions; he was temperate 1n all 
things yer very forward in Underrakings, and al- 


; ways firm and unmovable in greateſt Dangers. He

| them in his Subjz&s Defence, or co the Increaſe of 


his own Power. He was agreeable to ajl choſe thar 
waited on him 3 and in the freeſt Converſations, 
he took care not to diſoblige any one by ſharp Ra1)- 
lery, cr diftaſtfal Sayings ; and ſo merciful was he, 
that he avoided all Occaſions of condemning his 
SuvjeRs to Death. He paſſionately loved War ; bur 
'tis thoughrt,the Expedition into Africh, wherein he 
periſhed, came from S:nþ Counſels 

_ D. Sebaſtian was kill'd in fighting with an Tovin- 
cib!e Courage. The Moors fav, That his Enemies 
were ſocharn ed with his Courage, thar his Death 
drew Tears from their Eyes. 

He was forſaken by his own; morrally wounded 
rear the righr Eve-brow; and pierced with Darcs 
in ſeveral Parts of his Body. He had no Wound 
in his Head, becauſe he was armed ; but he had a 
great one in his Arm, which ſeemed ro come from 
a Mustker-Buller. *Tis ſaid, he was buried in the 
Fjeld, near a Moor, without any Ceremony, Pray- 
ers, or Company of his Relations, or Subjects. And, 
this was the End of this Great King, who made all 
Africk at firſt ro rremble, | 

Airhough the Moors rejoyced at the Death of ſo 
puifſine an Enemy; that his Friends bewalled his 
Misfortune : The Kingdom of Portugal celebrated 


his Funeral ina Magnificent Manner ; and, the King 


of Spatn proftered ſeveral Thouſand Crowns for his 
Body, co bury him in a manner an({werable co the 
Digniry of his Birch and Merit; and chac Four 
Kings have fince ſupplied his Throne 3 yet was there 
foand a Man bold enough to mainrain in the Face 
of all Italy, rhat he was really D. Sebaſtian, Ring of 
Portugal, He preſented himſelf ar Fenice 1n an Af- 

Q 5 ſembly 
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ſembly of the wiſeſt Magiſtrates in Europe; he reci. 
red to chem the Accidents of his Life; the Hiſtor 
of his Predecciors; the Misfortunes he mer with in 
Africh, whence he retired 1rto Calabria. He did 
more ; for he ſirippd himſelf before this Tluſtrj. 
ous Aflembly 3 he fſhewed them Seventeen Marks 
en iis Body ; which were acknowledged with Afto. 
niſhment by ine Portugueſes themſelves, ro be ar 
leaft very like thoſe which they knew their Sove- 
reign had os his Body ; and he alſo ſhewed,thar He 
had one Rand greater than rhe other, and a Lip 
diſproporticnable in the ſame manner, which were 
the well-known Marks in the Perſon of D. Sebaſizan, 
He taiks of Amballadors, which he ſent to the Re- 
publich; he circs the Anſwers he had received ; and 
ail he fays, is found conformable to the Truth : 
He anſwers withour Hefication, to all that 15 obje. 
&ed which makes ſeveral of the Senate believe him 
to be really the King, and others rake him for a 
Virch. 

Bur in fine, this Prince, righr or wrong, is led 
avay to Priſon at the Solicitation of the Spaniſh 
Amvaſlador ; where having long lain, he is ſer at 
Liberry, under an Obligation to leave the Venetian 
Countries in Three Days Time, . 

Some Portugueſes, moved with Compaſſion, Gil- 
guiſcd him 1n a Dertzſe's Habit,and conducted him 
ſecretly to Florence, to tranſport him afterwards to 
Rome ; bur the great Duke of Tu/cany cauſed Him to 
be apprehended, and ſent him to the Vzce-Roy of 
Naples. He preſented himſelf before him wich his 
uſual Confidence, arid ſurprized 211 char ſaw him, 
and heard him ſpeak 3 and ſeeirg rhe Vorce- Roy un- 
covered, he ſaid to him with gcear Aſſurance, and 
Gravity, Be covered, Caunt de Leinos 3 which ob- 
liged this Minifter to ask him, &y what Authority be 
took on him this Bo!dneſs? To which,he anſwered; That 
bis Authoritz was born with him z and, that he feigned 

at 
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not to know him; and yet heought to remember.that King 
Philip his Uncle, had ſent him Twice to him, and that 
the Sword which he then wore by his Side, was that 
which he then gave him. 

The Sentence which rhe Vice-Roy gave of him, 
was, That he was an Tmpoſtor, who deferved to be 
ſent to the Galleys, and ſhould nor long be from 
_ and wherein, *cis ſaid, he died ſome time 
after. 

Yet the Portugueſes have been perſivaded, he was 
their real King; and do fill corrinue of that Opi- 
nion, there being nothing which 15 able to make 
them change ir. Some Perſors in the World will 
have him to be a Magician, others an Impoſter, and 
the moſt ignorant will have him to be a Devil, or 
really the King hinſelf. 

This is nor che firft Example of the Boldneſs of 
an Impoſtor ; Rome ſaw heretofore a Man,that had 
the Audacijouſn:fs ro publiſh he was che real Pom- 
pzy, who was killed in Ezypr, by the Cruelry of the 
young Ptolemy. The Queen Artemiſa found one 
Artemius,who had fo great a Reſemblance with An= 
tichus her Husband, whom ſhe had cauſed ro be 
murthered, that he was not known, when he pur 
himſclf inro the Bed of che dead King, pretending 
ro be this Prince fick; he recommended Artemiſa 
to his Subje&s, and did ſeveral things in favour of 
this Princeſs, Under che Reign of Tiberius, was 
there not Occafion ro be ſurprized at the bold An- 
ſver which a Slave made to this Emperor,who que= 
ſtioning him, /w he made himſelf Agrippa ? an- 
ſwered without Hefiration 3 In the ſame manner thou 


baſt made thy ſelf Ceſar. 


The D. Sebaſtain I mentioned, has not been the 
only one in the World; chere have been Two 
others; one of which departing our of the Ile of 
Terceres, who had great Reſemblance with this 
Prince, wenr into Portuzal, where he ſaid he had 
miraculouſly 
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miraculouſly eſcaped from rhe Batrel he loſt in 4- 
frick ; thar he ſaved himſelf in Woods, and return- 
ed inro his Kingdom to giv? Peace to his People, 
and deliver them from che Tyranny of Strangers , 
bur having been convicted of Impoſture, he was 
pur ro Dearth. 

'Tis ſaid, that another being come diſguiſed in 
the Havir of a Pilgrim, ro Madrid 1t (elf, and ha, 
ving had a long and ſecret Conference with King 
Philip (1, Coy whom it 1s ſuſpetted he was known for 


this uvhappy Prince,) was, by this King's Order,. 


{2id ro be poiſoned, in a Baaquer. given him by 
Antonio Peres, | 

I ſhall write ſeveral Things to the Invincible V7- 
zer, of which I deferred to give him Notice, be- 
cauſe I would be cercain of them,they being of Im. 
portance 3 and it would have been grear Lightneſs 
in me, to have written them on che firſt Reports 
ſpread amongit the People.

thing. For , who can penetrate into what fo 
crafry a Miniſter does, in the moſt retired Places 
of his Cloſet / His AStions are ſo myſterious, that 
when he looks towards the Eaſt , his Deſigns lie 
a:diret contrary Way. He deceives thoſe who 
watch him moſt narrowly. I cannot 1nform rnee 
then of any thing certain : The. Matter 1s vart- 
ouſly related ; bur chus I rhink ir was; The Car- 
dinal cauſed ſome Days paſt, ro be loaded on a 
Mule, a great Sum of Mony; he ordered him

Bur thou maiſt be a{lured, rhis 1s not the firſt 
time the Cardinal has paid his Creditors in this 
Sort. 

] have been told for cerrain, that there being 
arrived at Paris a ſtranger ill clad, of ſmall Sta. 
ture, and without any Attendance, he made him 
be paid down immediately upon his Arrival, Six 
Hundred Thouſand Crowns ; withour any bodies 
knowing what became of ſo happy a Creditor, nor 
from what Merit proceeded fo high a Recompence .

LETTER XXIV.

Cannot teil whether thou haſt Knowledge of the 
Uſe of Defiances, which are made amongſt the 
Chrijl;ans,when they be diflatisfied or offended with 
one 


\ 
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one anorher 3 which they term AQs of Honour, or 
che Marks of a gallant Spirit. 

This Cuſtom of Duels, is become ſo common in 
aly,-and eſpeciaily in the Kingdom of Naples, thar 
che greateſt Afﬀairs, as well as the ſmalleſt, are 
therein decided by rhe Sword ; and the Gentry 
affirm rhis, to be rhe beſt way of rerminating cheir 
Diſputes and Qyarrels; which belonging only to 
them, cannor be referred, nor ſo well determined 
by the grave and cool proceedings of Courts of 
Juſtice, 

This invention of deciding theſe Differences 
by Arms, either with the Sword or Piſtol alone, in 
a cloſe or open Field, naked in their Shirts, ſo 
that one has no Treachery to fear; 1s a Way of 
drawing SatisfaQtion for the Injuries received,found 
out by Men of grear Courage, who. more efteem 
their Honour than their Lives. The offended 
Perſon, ſends a Challenge to him from whom he 
has received tie Injury 3 this note of Defiance, 1s 
expreſsd in choice and clegant Words, which 1n- 
vite and preſs the Offender to fight, in ſuch a 
Place, on Horſeback or on Foot, cloathed or in rheir 
Sircs, fingle or attended by an equal Number of 
Friends, which they cail Seconds, with Sword and 
Dagger, or Sword alone, or Piſtol. If che Chal- 
lenge be received, he 1s civilly treated who brings 
it, and, it may be, has rich Prefenrs given him, 
But before they fight, the Enemies embrace, as if 
they were reconciled ;and then in an Tnftanr,follow- 
ing the Inclinations of their Hatred and Revenge, 
they wound one anorher, they ſpill each others 
Blocd, and ofrentimes their Souls go our furious 
through the Wounds they have made, 

Thoſe that have the Honour of dying in theſe 
Combats, do oft refuſe their Lives, which a gene- 
rous Enemy would give them, believing rhey can- 
not live without Shame, ſhould they regeive rhem 
from an Enemy. Bur 
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Bur, the Roman Church, as a note of the Hor. 
ror ſhe conceives at theſe Combats, ſhuts H-aven's 
Doors againſt the Souls of thoſe who leave this 
Life wirhout doing Penance, denying Burjal to 
thoſe who dye in the Field of Bartle; or, yield 
them only rhar, which is granted in ſome Parts 

of the Eaft-Indies to certain Women, who proftiture 
themſelves, whoſe Corpſe are thrown a Prey to 
the Birds of che Field; and other Animals, who 
hve on Carrion. 

Ir is not only in 7raly People kill one another in 
ſingle Combars 3 *cis che ſame in France, amongft 
the N:bility, who manzge theſe Combars in a dif- 
ferenr Sort. The beſt Friends tear one another on 
the ſmalleſt occafion,, and they prepare for a Du- 
el in ſuch a manner, as will appear to chee with 
out doubt ridiculous, 

Theſe Enemies ſup together the Night before 
the Combar, and ofcen lie rogerher in the ſame 
Bed. The Friends which ſerve as Seconds, do 
the ſame; and when they are come ro the Place 
where they be to fight, a triend 1s forced by the 


Maxims of Honour, to cur his own Throat, with the 


Man's he perhaps moſt Joves. Nothing happens 
more frequenrely in Paris, rhan theſe Kind of Com- 
bats; and, rhey produce ſeveral Agvenrures,'of 
which I would give chee an Azconnr, had I nor a 
particular Scory to tell rh-e on rhjs Savjea.

\ \ JE hear of nothing now-a-days but Wars 
| and Conſpiracies, Seditions, Treaſons, In- 
fidelities, and Revolutions of State, and ir 1s in 
the Kingdoms of Vice, wherein theſe Plagues of 
Heaven make theſe ÞHiſorders, I mean,. in the Chrt- 
| flians Countries. Infidelity reigns amongſt the Peo- 


ple of Catalonia, England and Portugal; the Revolu- 
| tions which have hapned in Barcellona have no Ex- 
| ample; the Defiance or the Challenge of a Subjet 
| toaKing, as is thar of the Duke of Sidenia ro the 
King of. Portugal, as his Brother-in-law and his 
Enemy, does equally ſurprize all the World. We 


have reaſon to thiok, that God is angry with the 
Chriſtians 
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Chriſtians, when we confider Flanders, Germany, 
Ttaly, and the Frontiers of Spain peſtered wich 
Wars, which they make one againft another. The 
Animofiry of moſt of the Great Pcople of France

Thou haſt been informed of the others, by the 
'Letters I have written to thee, ( Invincible General 
of the Ottoman Armies, and Steward of the Em. 
perour's Laws, who is the Soveraign of Suveraigns) 
and by thoſe which the Kaimacam and the Baſſas 
have received from me, who are obliged to 
give thee an Account of whatever comes to their 
Knowledge. | 
Several of the Great Ones in Portuzal,and amongſt 
them, ſome of rhe new King's Kindred, hatched a 
Conſpiracy againſt him, and, reſolved ro pur the 
Kingdom again into the Spaniards Hands, and en- 
tirely ruin the Family of Braganza. The principal 
Aurhor of che Conſpiracy, was D. Sebaſtian de 
Mattos, Archbiſhop of Brague, the Count Duke 
d' Olivarez's Crearure, to whom he owed his For- 


tune, The chief who conſpired with this Sediti- 
ous 
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ous Prieft, were the Marquis de Ville Reale, and 
che Count a* Armamar , theſe Two Men of great 
Birth and Credit, ſoon drew ſeveral others into 
their Party, ſome by the Hope of Recompences, 
and others through Wearineſs of obeying their 
new Sovereign, or weary with the new Form of 
Stare which they thought mighr change ro their 
Advantage. They long held a fecrer Intelligence 
with the Catholick King's Council, who promited 
them all poſitle Afſiſtance for the Execution of 
their Deſign, and after thar infinite Recompences, 
This Conſpiracy was ro produce a dreadful Tra- 
gedy, wherein all the Blccd of the Rozal Huſe and 
Family of Braganza was to be ſpilt, The King was to 
be the firſt Victim, with hisChi!dren and the Queen 
his Wife. D. Duart alſo was tc b= put ro Death, who 
was kept cloſe Priſcner in rhe Caſtle of Milam, A 
Domeſiick, aft<ftioned ro his Maſter, and who was 
attentive to what paf}, delivered the King and 
Family of Braganza out of riis Danger. He was 
ordinarily employed in ſecret Intrigues, and made

The crafty Portugueſe, foon 
diſcerning he night ger our Secrets of great Con- 
cernmert fro'' this 1»prudent Man,fcr the good of 
his Maſter, ::(olved ro kill him in a defarc Place, 
where the were to paſsz vhich he did, having firſt 


made him drunk with ſtrong Wine. Afſoon as ” had 
one 
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done his Work, he ftripr him, and found Letters 
and Inſtructions ro the Conſpirators, which he 
ſpeedily carried to D. John, who thereby diſcoye. 
red the whole Conſpiracy. 

Others ſay, that D. Alphonſo of Portugal, Count de 
VermijJa ( having been ſolicited by the Archbiſhop 
of Brague, who thought he could eafily bring him 
into the Conſpiracy, being diſcontented at the 
King, for raking away from him a great Office) wear 
to his Soveralign, and freely diſcovered ro him the 
Conſpiracy which had been made, to deprive him 
borh of his Crown and Life : And *tis added, That 
this Count appeared fince, one of the hotteſt of the 
Accomplices, till the very Inftant wherein they 
were to execute rheir Project ; at which time they 
were appretiended, and puniſhed as they deſerved, 

Others ſay, the Duke of Medins Sidonia, the 
King s Brother-in-law,who appeared to the Accomn. 
plices to be ofthe Plot, gave norice of ic to the 
King his Brother, In fine, the Conſpjrators were 
executed in ſeveral Places afcer diflerear Manners 
where the people aſſembled, dereſting cheir Crime, 
ſhewed great farisfaRijon in their Deaths, and beſt 
Heaven for preſerving their Soveraign. 

They were apprehended one Day, wherein the 
King declaced he would appear in Pablick and all 
the NJ5ility being mer, he cauſed the Guilty to be 

.cald one afrer another, who were all made 
Priſoners without any Diſturbance. In the mean 
time. as many Troyops as were near £:5bon were in 
Artis 3 and the People alſo rook Arms to defend. 
their Prince, if need required. The 1nguifitor-Gene- 
ral was tr-ared as Guilty,for knowing of the Con. 
ſpiracy, and noc diſcovering ir. The Great Treaſurer 
Lawrence Pides, who kept the Keys of rhe firſtCourt 
of the Palace, was to enter in the Night with an 
hundred men well armed, and begin the Tragedy.
